SWANN ATTACKS 
JUSTICE SEABURY 


Criticises Him for Strictures on 


Conduct of Heineman Case, 
Upheld by Appellate Division. 


SCORES CORONER ALSO 


Some Mysterious Influence Was 


Used to Prevent Murderer’s In- 
dictment, the Judge Asserts.

The dismissal yesterday by the Ap- 
pellate Division of William Heineman’s 
appea) from a sentence of not Jess than 
twenty years in Sing Sing for shooting 
Robert Dooley caused Judge Edward 
Swann of General Sessions, before whom 
Heineman was tried, to issue a state- 
ment later in the day saying that ever 
since the crime was committed mysteri- 
ous influences had been brought into 
play to prevent Heineman from paying 
the penalty of his crime. Judge Swann 
criticised the attitude of Justice Sea- 
bury of the Criminal Branch of the Su- 
preme Court, who gave Heineman a cer- 
tificate of reasonable doubt on the 
ground that Judge Swann’s rulings were 
prejudicial to the cefendant. 

In denying Heineman’s appeal the | 
Appellate Division held that, while the | 
discussion of these points of law might 
have been held beyond the hearing of | 
the jury, if had not prejudiced Heine- | 
man’s case. The conviction was there- | 
fore affirmed and Heineman, who was | 
at liberty under $11,000 bail, was ordered

Here is Judge Swann’s statement: 


The Appellate Division to-day affirmed 
the judgment of conviction of manslaugh- 
ter in the first degree entered upon the 
verdict of a jury and Judge Edward 
Swann in the Court of General Sessions. 
The opinion is written by Presiding Jus- 
tice Ingraham, and is concurred in by all 
the Judges of the Appellate Division. 
This was the case in which Judge Sea- 
bury granted a certificate of reasonable 
doubt and allowed Heineman to go at lib- | 
erty on bail, “and criticised Judge Swann 
for his ruiings on questions of law that 
arose on the triai, and not only granted | 
the certificate to Heineman, at the request 
of Max D. Steuer, but expressed the opin- 
fon that Judge Swann’s rulings would cer- 
tainly be reversed. Judge Seabury allowed 
Max D. Steuer to indulge in personal 
abuse of Judge Swann in his argument 
before Judge Seabury, and the abusive 
argument was published in all the news- 
papers. 

The unanimous affirmance of the judg- 
ment by the Judges of the Appellate Divi- 
sion sustains and vindicates Judge Swann 
and disapproves the rulings of Judge Sea- 
bury, ar’ shows the abuse and vitupera- 
tion by Steuer, which was permitted by.” 
dudge Seabury, to be wholly without jus- 
tification. 

This was the case in which Coroner 
Feinberg called no witnesses except the 
officer, who did not see the homicide, al- 
though five witnesses had seen it, and he 
had their names and addresses arnmong his 
papers, ‘and at the suggestion of Col. 
Abe Gruber, one of Heineman’s counsel, he 
failed to impanel any jury, but sat without 
@ jury and without subpoenaing any of 
the eye witnesses, himself rendering a ver- 
dict of justifiable homicide. 

Some mysterious influence had prevented 
the indictment of Heineman by the Grand 
Jury until Assistant District Attorney 
Delahanty took charge of the case and saw 
that the witnesses were heard by the Grand 
Jury. 

On the trial Heineman suborned and pro- 
duced a perjured witness, who endeavored 
to swear the case out of court; after the 
verdict the jury informed Judge Swann 
that they thought this witness a perjurer, 
and Judge Swan ordered his committment, 
and directed that the evidence be sent to 
the Grand Jury. That afternoon the wit- 
mess confessed his” perjury to Judge 
Swann, saying that Heinemann had agreed 
to pay him $1,000 and after his indict- 
ment, he pleaded guilty and was sentenced 
by Judge Mulqueen to State prison for 
three and one-haif years, 


} 


Heineman was employed in the poul- 
try business at Washington and Bar- 
clay Streets. On New Year's night, 
1910,'in West 145th Street, near Seventh 
Avenue, he shot and killed Robert Doo- 
ley, 17 years old, who, he asserted, was 
one of several gangsters who attempted 
to rob him of $50. Heineman said he 
shot Dooley in self-defense. At an in- 
quest held by Coroner Feinberg it was 
held that the killing of Dooley was 
justified. Coroner Feinberg’s attitude 
at the inquest was criticised at the 
time by Judge Swann, who asked an 
investigation by District Attorney 
Whitman. ; 

The case was brought before the 
Grand Jury three times before, an in- 
dictment was returned. In the trial be- 
fore Judge Swann, which resulted in 
Heineman’s conviction, an important 
witness was Walter L. Phyfe, a 
butcher of 201 West 145th Street. Judge 
Swann was convinced that Phyfe had 
eommitted perjury, and asked the jury- 
men if they didn’t agree with him. 
Phyfe’s confession that he had com- 
mitted perjury followed. 

Qn Nov. 23, 1910, Max D. Steuer, 
Heineman's lawyer, appeared before 
Justice Séabury and asked for a certi- 
ficate of reasonable doubt on the ground 
that Judge Swann’s rulings were pre- 
judicial to his client’s interests. In 
granting the certificate, Justice Seabury 
said: 

“It was especially important that the 
trial Judge should have refrained from 
indicating to the jury his own opinion 
of the defendant’s guilt and from com- 
ment calculated to prejudice the right 
of the defendant. An examination of 
the record shows that the defendant 
did not have a fair trial, and that grave 
errors were committed by the trial 
Judge. The attitude of the trial Judge 
in examining and cross-examining wii- 
nesses, his frequent remarks, elaborate 
discussions, and charge to the jury, 
tended to prejudice the jury‘against the 
defendant.” : 

The opinion denying the appeal yes- 
terday was written by Justice Ingraham. 
It said: 

‘“‘Careful examination of the records 
and the charge by which the case was 


“submitted to the jury satisfies us that 


the defendant had a fair trial before an 
impartial jury, and that the evidence 
justifies a conviction. We would not, 
therefore, be justified In reyersing the 
judgment.” P

Baker Kept On, Though Warned of 
Danger of Continued Exposure.

HARTFORD, Conn., July 10.—Burton 
E. Baker, inventor and manufacturer of 
X-ray apparatus, died at his home here 
to-day, following an illness of ten 
months, in which he was operated upon 
nine times by Dr. E. W. Caldwell, Dr. 
Edward Titus, and Dr. Robert Abbe 
of New ,york City, and other surgeons. 
A large amount of radium, costing sev- 
eral thousand dollars, was used upon 
him in St. Luke’s Hospital in New York 
City last March. After that he, was 
taken to his home in this city, where he 
failed steadily. 

Despite the fact that Mr. Baker was 
warned four years ago that he was be- 
ing injured by constant exposure to the 
X-ray, he kept to his work until last 
Fall. He was the mainspring of the 
Baker Electric Company and the Baker 
X-Rey Tube Company of this city. He 
had lectured in many cities before medi- 
€ail conventions, and among men who 
came from,London to consult with him 
was Dr. F. H. Humphreys. "> 

Mr. Baker was 43 years old. He re- 
ceived a common school education and 
became interested in science in his 
early days He never studied in a 
school of higher education, but was 
consulted’ py many distinguished sur- 
}geons and educators.

POLICE SEEK A WOMAN 


Letter Found Gives Police Clue 
. .ffair 
and Two Arrests Made. 


Cause—Four Gunmen in 


Four gangmen walked abreast through 
Avenue B yesterday afternoon from 
Eighth Street to a point between Sec- 
ond and Third Streets, where Morris 
Reich, better known as Moshe, the 
Strong-Arm Man, was standing in front 
of a poglroom, 

There was some kind of a gang row 
on. Even the pusheart peddlers who 
iined the gutters sensed danger, and be- 
@an to pull away their loads of cutlery 
and laces before the four men had 
spoken a word to Moshe. Moshe, dressed 
in his best, and with the air of one 
who has long. commanded respect, 
stepped oyt to shake hands with the 
foremost of the gangmen. 

For answer he received, just below 
his heart, a long dagger up to the hilt. 
Two revolvers came into play simulta- 
neously with the dagger, and in an in- 
stant Moshe’s strong arms, that had 
made hinga gang leader in Avenue B, 
were lying helpless at his side as he 
groveled on the pavement. The first re- 
volver. shot struck the gang leader in 
the back as he turned to flee after re- 
ceiving the knife thrust. A secend shot 
struck him in the left thigh, while 
third went wild. 


Lived to Run Ten Feet. 


Moshe died on the street car tracks ten 
feet away from the point Where he was 
first attacked. 

Avenue B, in the section where the 
gangmen settled their difficulties, was 
crowded as it always is with men, wo- 
men, and children. With those that 
came pouring in from the side streets, 
the crowd that hemmed in the mur- 
dered man, and aiso his murderers, 
soon mounted up to 5,000 or more. 

The gangmen who took Moshe's life 


might have escaped if they had been a 
little more careful in choosing the time 
of day in which to, act. As it was, the 
revolver snots announced to two squads 
of policemen who were changing posts 
that there was trouble brewing. The po- 
lice squads, representing both the Union 
Market Station and the East Fifth Street 
Staton, swarmed into the congestion from 
both sides. 

Two of the gangmen were pointed out 
to policemen as*they worked their way 
through the crowd, and they were cap- 
tured after being pursued tothe roofs of 
East Third Street tenement houses. Ono 
of them described himself as Jack Wil- 
lis, a hellboy of 647 Bast Eleventh 
Street, while the-otherssgaid.he was 
David Wolk, a, hair déaler of 164 Or- 
chard Street. ; 

Both were held in the Union Market 
Police Station, while a crowd of 1,000 
people gathered outside and exchanged 
opinions of the murdered man and his 
assailants. Some members of the crowd 
suggested that the. slayers of Moshe 
ought to be rewarded instead of pun- 
ished. ' 3 

An aged pusheart peddler forced his 
way into the station house to tell about 
the dead man. He said Moshe had col- 
lected 10 cents a week from him for 
years, saying he could ‘‘ have him run 
away” from Orchard Street if he did 
not pay. A grocer came to report that 
his delivery horse disappeared one day 
and next day .Moshe came and told him 
he could: get the horse back if he would 
pay $15. Some members of the crowd 
recalled that when they had drunk too 
freely Moshe had comeiand had robbed 
them of their small change. 


Allied With Labor Union. 


By one and all he was described as 
a pickpocket and gangleader who preyeé 
upon the district in which he lived. 
He was oversized, dressed flashily, and 
the only work he was known to do was 
to act as strong-arm man for an ex- 
press drivers’ union. 

In his coat pocket a letter was found 
written in a-woman’s handwriting with 


lead pencil. It was a letter in a style 
hardly familiar to the gang circles in 
which Moshe moved. The letter, which 
was turned over to the Detective Bu- 
reau for investigation in the belief that 
it may possibly point to the clue for the 
murder, contained this paragfaph: 

The attempt you made to excuse your 
conduct is neither straightforward nor 
satisfactory. It is, in ifact, only excul- 
pating yourself by admitting a fault as 
great as. the one of which I complain. 
Under thes6é circumstances, whatever pain 
it may cause me, I must avow my deter- 
mination never, under any conditions, to 
admit of your addregses, feeling persuaded 
that the consequences would not be favor- 
able to the happiness.of either. 

ESTHER K. ROSE. 

A police theory of the crime, based 
upon the letter found in the dead man’s 
pocket, was that the friends of the girl 
who wrote it planned and executed the 
murder. The letter was not dated and 
was not inclosed in an envelope, and no 
address was given by the writer. A 
search was made last night for Esther 
K. Rose, but she was not found. 

The fact that Jack Sullivan, who fig- 
ured conspicuously in the + Rosenthal 
murder case, was known on the east 
side as Jacob Reich, led many east sid- 
ers to conclude that Morris Reich was 
related to him and so was involved in 
some manner in the Rosenthal case. 
A dozen men who declared they knew 
Morris Reich well, and had known him 
for years, insisted, however, that he had 
no connection with Jacob Reich, alias 
Jack Sullivan, and was not an associate 
of. the gunmen figuring in the Rosen- 
thal ease. He was ‘too cheap,” they 
said, even in gangster society, to be in 
the’ company of the Rosenthal gunmen. 


Men Arrested Refuse to Talk. 


‘The two men arrested were questioned 
by a representative of the District At- 
torney’s office, but they refused to tell 
anything about the murder or even to 


admit that they knew Morris Reich, The 
police examined a number of witnesses 
of the murder. 

Saruh Hirschénbaum, who looked out 
upon™the affair from her flat on the 
second floor of 36 Avenue B, identified 
Wolk, the police say, as the man who 
wielded the knife, while Louis Stample, 
a clerk in a dr store at 33 Avenue B, 
identified Woik as the man who fired 
the revolver and used the knife as well. 
A revolver and a long knife were found 
n the gutter close to Reich’s body. 

Dr. Lowsley of Bellevue Hospital, 
who was_called before the body was re- 
moved, said that the stab wound would 
have proved fatal even if no revolver 
shots had been fired. 

Third Deputy Police Commissiofier 
Newburger was passing through Ave- 
nue A in a Police Department auto- 
mobile when he saw the crowds rushing 
to the scene of thé murder. He arrived 
in time to see the police reserves using 
their Clubs in order to foree an open- 
ing. through the crowd to permit the 
removal of Reich’s body. 

A sister of Reich, who formerly kep 
a poultry shop in Orchard Street, ik 
being sought by the police. It was said 
by Reich’s friends that up to two years 
ago he was a well-behaved east side 
boy. He then joined a gang known as 
The Little Doggie Gang. e was ar- 
rested several times for picking pockets,

SEEK TO DEPORT AMERICAN. 
Mexican Rebels for Expelling Bank 
Manager Who Refused Loan. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, July 10.—According 
to private advices received here to-day, 
considerable excitement prevails at 
Naco, Ariz., and Cananea, Mexico, be- 
cause of a movement started by rebel 
leaders to deport Charles L. Montague, 
manager of an American bank at Cana- 
nea. The trouble arose out of Monta- 
gue’s refusal to make what was prac- 
tically a forced loan to the revoiution- 
ists. Two hundred Americans in Cana- 
nea and several hundred more on the 
Arizona side are supporting Montague, 


and say they will not permit the rebels 
to deport or harm him. 

Telegraphic appeals have been set to 
Senator Fall of New Mexico to present 
the matter to the State Department to 
prevent the threatened clash between 
Americans and the revolutionists. The 
situation appeared so threatening that 
the revolutionary junta in Washington 
stepped in, and it is probable’ that the 
rebel authorities in the State of Sonora 
will probably drop’ the matter. 

The trouble in Cananea came to a 
head when E. Martinez, a member of 
the City Council, addressed an open 
lettér to the Governtr of Sonora, urgingt 
him to apply Article 35 of the Mexican 
Constitution to pernicious foreigners, 
naming Montague. Under this article 
the Governor can deport foreigners 
deemed pernicious. The letter is said 
to have been inspired by Prefect Bo- 
nilla, the chief State authority in the 
Cananea district, ho made the de- 
mand on Montague’s bank whieh Mon- 
tague refused.

Aneny would make the best Mayor, be- 
cause of his familiarity-with city af- 
fairs.

Plang for Super-Dreadnought. Sister

WASHINGTON, July 10.—The plans 
for the second super-dreadnought to be 
built for the United States Navy were 
approved to-day by Acting Secretary 
Roosevelt. This. vessel is to be a sister 
ship to the Pennsylvania, and will for a 
time be known as Battleship No.-39. She 
was authorized by the last Naval Ap- 
propriation act of Marcn 4, 1913. 

She will be 600 feet long on the water- 
line, 97 feet beam, and will have 28 feet 
draught and a displacement of 31,500 
tons. ‘ Her cost, exclusive of her “guns 
and armor. will be $7,425,000. 

No. 39 and the Pennsylvania are the 


largest battleships ever planned for the 
United States or any other navy. The 
new ship will be built at the New York 
Navy Yard.

CONNOLLY ALTERED LEDGER 


Admits He Made Entries as to Co- 
halan Payments Four Years 
After the Events.

ALBANY, July 10.—The prosecution in 
the proceedings brought by the New 
York City Bar Association before the 
Legislature to have Justice Cohalan re- 
moved from office all but finished its 
case’ to-night. A few odds and ends re- 
main for to-morrow, but all the vital 
in support of the charges 
brought against Charles F. Murph’'s for- 
mer right-hand man had been adduced 
when the joint Judiciary Committee of 
the Senate and Assembly adjourned late 
this evening. 

John <A. Connolly, the New York 
steam-fitting contractor who is the ac- 
cuser Justice Cohslan, had another 
hard day. John B. Stanchfield, chief 
counsel for Justice Cohalan, in his et- 
fort to impeach Connolly's credibility, 
brought out testimony to show that 
the books of the Victor Heating Com- 
pany, of which he was President when 
he made his alleged compact with 
Cohalan, had been altered py entries 
made three and four years after the 
transactions they stood for had oc- 
curred. He made the witness admit 
that he had sworn to false affidavits 
in two instances, 

A.mass of evidence was brought out 

in support of one .of the charges 
brought by the Bar Association, name- 
ly, that Justice Cohalan had agreed to 
destroy legal documents and other rec- 
ords bearing on his relations with Con- 
nolly, who, on the witness stand, de- 
seribed his business dealings with the 
Justice as ‘“‘shady.”” This charge had 
reference to the condition alleged* to 
have been made by Justice Cohalan at 
the time he settled a  suit® brought 
against him by Connolly out of -court 
in May, 1900. The suit was to recover 
money which Connolly said he paid 
to Cohalan in pursuance to the 55 per 
cent. agreement. 
_ Connolly testified on his direct exam- 
ination that he had been advised by 
Alfred B. Cruikshank, his lawyer, that 
he could recover the amount, aggregat- 
ing $3,940, by bringing action. 

Mr. Cruikshank was a _ witness to- 
night. He testified with the~ utmost 
frankness as to his part in the de- 
struction. of the documents. He said 
he had torn up the original summons 
and complaint in the case with his own 
hands, after an amended complaint had 
been substituted, which was less ob- 
jectionable from Justice Cohalan’s point 
of view, and after the money had been 
paid over by Cohalan in settlement of 
Connolly’g claim. 

Cohalan was present when the @eed 
was done, according to the witness. 
But Mr. Crufkshank ascribed his own 
action to the fact that in drafting the 
original *complaint he relied entirely 
upon Connolly’s statements and had 
made no investigation to ascertain 
whether the contractor’s allegations were 
true and had had no means, aside from 
what Connolly had told him, of learning 
whether an injustice had been done to 
Justice Cohalan in the original com- 
plaint.

Connolly, in his direct testimony, said 
that he had dictated tne letter to George 
@’Hanlon, his partner in the Victor 
Heating,Company. Mr. O’Hanlon took 
the stand and testified that he had 
no recollection of having written the let- 
jter at Connolly's dictation 

Judge James Bennett Southard of 
Putnam County, who was one of the 
three directors the Victor Heating 
Company, was a-witness, too. He con- 
{tradicted the testimony of Connolly to 
the effect that the Cohalan proposition 
had been. discussed at an informal meet- 
ing of himself and Me Connolly 
jand O'Hanlon at the Catholic Club in 
January, 1904. 


Connolly Resumes His Story. 


When the investigation entered upon 
its third day Connolly again resumed the 
stand. 

When Connolly was excused last night, 
at the request of John B. Stanchfield, he 
was in a state of semi-collapse after his 
severe grilling. The respite he had 
gained overnight seemed to have re- 
freshed him, but as the dreary forenoon 
session dragged on, he again began to 
manifest signs of wearing down. 

Mr. Stanchfield at once returned to 

the attack of the witness upon whose 
testimony the charges against his 
client must stand or fall. His prinei- 
pal efforts to-day were directed toward 
an attempt to impeach the credibility 
of the New York contractor, whose 
former friendship for Justice Cohalan 
has turned into such bitter hostility. 
_ The first question with 2 direct bear- 
ing upon the Cohalan charges was asked 
by Senator John F. Murtaugh, Chair- 
man ‘of the joint Judiciary Committees. 
He asked the witness what became of 
thes $3,940 which Connolly recovered 
from Cohalan at the time his suit \for 
the refunding of moneys paid to the 
latter under the 55 per cent. agreement 
was settled out of court. 

‘“‘It was put back into the business,” 
Connolly replied. ‘‘ It was put into the 
business of the Victor Heating Com- 
pany.”’ 
_In reply to a question by Mr. Stanch- 
field, this testimony was corrected by 
the statement that it was deposited to 
the credit of the John F. Sayward Com- 
pany, another. steam-fitting concern 
which Connolly controlled. He  ex- 
plained that it was lent to the Sayward 
Company on a note which he himself 
made, and that it was returned to the 
Victor Heating Company within thirty 
or forty days. Connolly explained that 
the transaction was for the purpose of 
replenishing the credits of the Sayward 
Company at the Colonial Bank after the 
President. of that institution had in- 
formed him that the margins on its 
account were not sufficient. 

‘Did you ever borrow money from 
Mrs. Minnie G. Sayward,’ asked Mr. 
Stanchfield. 

“* Yes,"" said the witness, ‘‘ and IT paid 
it back, every cent. The amount I bor- 
rowed was $200.” “¢ 

Deputy Attorney General Joseph A. 
Kellogg, counsel! for the joint commit- 
tees and incidentally for the prosecu- 
tion, objected that this evidence was 
immaterial. Mr. Stanchfield ~ retorted 
that it would become material as to the 
credibility of the witness. 

“. We had a gooa illustration of that 
yesterday,” said Mr. Kellogg, “in tha 
ineonsistent statements he made. This 
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witness has placed himself here as the 
articipant in an illegal transaction. 
or that reason his testimony must be 
corroborated; in other words, it is not 
sufficient in itself. I don't know what 
use there-is, under the circumstances 
in going into this man’s whole history.’ 
Why-not cay that he is unworthy of 
credit?’ asked Mr. Stanchfield. ‘‘ You 
Say you feel his testimony is of such a 
wretched nature that, standing alone, it 
ts insufficient. The fact that this wit- 
ness has admitted his participation in 
‘an illegal transaction and that his whole 
Story is-buili upon perjury and falsifica- 
tion of. books does not change the right 
; Of counsel] to test his credibility fur- 
ther, and that is the reason I am pur- 
Suing this line of inquiry.’’ 


Repaid Lean Only After Suit. 

As Mr. Stanchfield pursued his in- 
quiry, Connolly admitted that he had 
not paid back the loan until after he 
had been. sued for the amount, and not | 
until after supplementary proceedings | 


‘had been threatened. 

“In your answer to the complaint in 
this action, did you not specifically say 
that the three promissory notes which 
you gave for the amount of this loan 
Were not given for any consideration 
whatsoever?”’ 

“I am a stedmfitter, not a lawyer,” 
said the witness brusquely. ‘I employ- 
ed a lawyer to draw my answer, and I 
_ was entirely in his hands.” 

It was not until -after he had sparred 
considerably, and only when the affi- 
davit was produced that he admitted 
having made a sworn statement to that 
etfect. He added by way of explana- 
tion that when he had borrowed $200, | 
he had taken up a worthless company 
for Mrs. Sayward and paid from $600 to 
$800 for the stock at a time when Mrs. 
Sayward didn’t have a dollar in the 
world and had been abandoned by her 
husband. ; 

Mr. Stanchfield carried his inquiry 
back to the conversations the witness 
said he had had with Justice Cohalan. 
He got him to admit that before making | 
the $4,000 note which the witness had | 
testified Cohalan demanded before he 
would try to get him a political job, 
Cohalan had urged him to.go and see 
his lawyer about the matter. 

“Go and see Alfred B. Cruikshank,”

‘agreement. Wiley testified that he had 
not verifted the various items, but had 
made up the statement under directions 
from Connolly. He had delivered it in 
person atthe office of Cohalan, 2 Rec- 
tor Street. This was in direct corrobora- 
tion of Connolly’s testimony. - 

On cross-examination Wiley said he 
was friendly with Connolly. It appears 
that he has been working for his for- 
mer employer at night for the last few 
months, assisting in assembling figures 
used im echnection with: the Con- 
nolly publications. He did not know at 
the time for what purpose the work was 
being done. ‘ 

Willlam D. Guthrie, counsel for. the 
Bar Association, provoked a long argu- 
ment between counsel by proposing that 
the entire. statement made before the 
Bar Association Grievance Committee 
by the witness be spread upon the rec- 
ord of the present investigation. Sena- 
tors Wagner and McClelland and. As- 
semblyman Levy, with other Tam- 
many members of the Joint Committees, 
objected on the grounds that the wit- 
nesses before the Bar Association had | 
not been sworn and Justice _Cohalan | 
had not been present or represented.

Timothy A. Leary; a New York law- 
yer, who was employed by Cohalan in 
1909 and represented him jin the suit 
brought by Connolly, was the next wit- 
ness. 

He said that. he was present at the 
meeting in Cohalan’s office, already tes- 
tified to by Connolly, at which the set- 
tlement out of court was made, and 
Cohalan paid over the $3,940 to Alfred 
B. Cruikshank, Connolly’s lawyer. 

Connolly had testified that ene of the 
conditions of the settlement was that 
all documentary evidence bearing upon 
the relations between Cohalan and Con- 
nolly in the latter’s possession should 
be destroyed. THis included the original 
complaint in the action. Before the set- 
tlement was made, Cohalan had insisted 
that an amended complaint shouldbe 
filed. This, according to the testimony 
of Mr. Leary, was presented on the day 
of the final settlement. This testimony 
was pertinent, because’ one of the 
charges by the Bar Association is to 
the effect that Cohalan was a party to 
the destruction of public documents in 
order to cover up his rejations with 
Connolly. . 

Mr. Guthrie called upon Mr. Leary to 
produce the original complaint in the 
action. 

“The original complaint? Oh, I havn't 
any copy of that.’ said the witness., 

Q.—When did you !9at see it? A.—The day 
the agiion way’ settled. 

Q.—Were you in the room when the report 
was destroyed? A— Yes, Sir.

“Mr. Leary, isn’t it a fact that the 
complaint stated that the’ defendant, 
PD. F, Cohalan, had received money 
wrongfully from the officers of the 
company to which he was not entitled?” 

“I think it said something to that ef- 
fect. I don’t just remember the words.” 

“Did it s@y that the consideration was 
illegal?’ asked Mr. Guthrie. 

“TI think it said ‘No consideration,’ ”’ 
the witness replied. 

“ After the money had been paid ott 
and releases and receipts exchanged,” 
the witness went on, ‘‘I suggested to 
Mr. Cohalan that there was "nothing to 
prevent this man from coming back 
next Fall in the political campaign and 
blackmailing & Mr. Cruikshank 
stated that he t#ought-my client was en- 
titled to ample protection in that r@ 
spect, and that, as far as he-was con- 
cerned, he was willing that those papers 
should be destroyed. Mr. Cohalan had 
offered $3,500 in settlement. Mr. Cruik- 
phank insisted on the full amount, 
$3,940. The cash was available, and the 
money was paid after half an hour or 
so of discussion.’’ * 

“Did Mr. Cruikshank say he would 
destroy the original complaint, his 
copy?” j 

“TI think he said his firm was a 
reputable firm, and that there was not 
any further: trouble coming out of it 
if he could help. I think he said that 
it would be destroyed.”’ 

Mr. Léary said that suit was black- 
mail pure and simple. 

‘*“Mr. Cruikshank said he would do 
anything in his power to prevent a 
recurrence,” Mr. Lef&ry ~ added. 

“Did he then take the complaint and 
tear it up?’ he was asked, 

‘* Yes,”’ said the witness. 

** Did you.ask him to do it?”’ 

“No, Sir: £.did> net.’: 

‘“*Did he volunteer to destroy it?” 

‘“*T think so.”’ Site : 

‘“*Don't you know that was one of 
the conditions of the settlement? ’’ 

** No,®I did not.’’ 

On cross-examination the witness said 
that all conversation regarding the: de- 
struction of the summons and complaint 
occurred between him and Mr. Cruik- 
shank. He also stated that he did not 
think Mr. Cruikshank brought with him 
to Cohalan’s office the complaint that 
was destroyed. His cross-examination 
was very brief. 


Cohalan Was Not Menttoned. 


James B. Southard, Surrogate and 
County Judge of Putnam County, and 
at one time a Director in the Victor 
Heating Company, was the next wit- 
ness. He was asked regarding an infor- 
mal meeting of the three Directors, 
Connolly, O’Hanlon, and himself at the 
Catholic Club in 1904, at which Con- 
nolly says he brought up the question of 
whether Cohalan’s first demand for 50 
per cent. of the stock of the company 
in return for using his influence to get 
work from the city should be granted. 
The Judge testified that Cohalan’s name 
had never~been mentioned in his pres- 
ence, and.i#iat the proposition to make 
such an arrangement with some person 
whose namé Connolly did not mention 
had been discussed and frowned upon. 

‘“Did you ever hear- from Connolly or 
any one else of a counter-proposition to 
give Mr. Cohalan 55 per cent. commis- 
sion on the profits of work he procured 
for the company?” asked Mr. Stanch- 
field on cross-examination, 

“‘T never did. I think I would remem- 
ber if I had heard of such a proposi- 
tion,’’ Was the reply. 

George O’Hanlon was then called. 

Connolly had testified that he had dic- 
tated to O’Hanlon, who was his partner 
in the Victor Heating Company, the 
letter to Cohalan in whieh the 55 per 
cent, proposition was made. Mr. Guth- 
rie on direct examination called the at- 
tention of the witness to the fact that 
before the Bar Association Grievance 
Committee he had.stated that, while 
he had no recollection of having written 
any such letter, ‘‘he-might possibly 
have done so.” 

O’Hanlon said’ he had’ no recollection 
of having written the letter in question. 
On cross-examination, he was asked if 
he ever wrote any such letter. 

“Not that I can recall,’ said the wit- 
ness, 

Alfred B. Cruikshank, who was at- 
torney for Connelly in his suit against 
Cohalan, was called as a@ witness at 
the evening session. 

He is a member of the firm of At- 
water & Cruikshank of New York. He 
said he had known Connolly about 
twelve years and had known Cohalan 
twenty years. 

He had been consulted on Jan. 4, 
1909, by Connolly, who, as President of 
the Victor Heating Company, desired’ 
to bring an action against Cohalan to 
recover $3,940.. Mr. Cruikshank said he 
had taken the statement .of Connolly 
for his facts and had made-no investi- 
gation of the books of the company. 

Mr. Guthrie asked Mr. Cruikshank to 
tell what Connolly had told him about 
the company claim against Cohalan. 
Mr. Cruikshank said that Connolly had 
been his client, and he said he was pre- 
vented from answering as a former at- 
torney for Connolly. 

Mr. Guthrie said he understood there 
had ‘been a waiver permitting. Mr. 
Cruikshank to disclose conversation be- 
tween himself and Connolly as his 
client. 4 

‘Mr. Connolly is here, and he may say 
whether or not he waives the privilege 
given in the relation between attorney 
and client,’’ Assemblyman Levy said. 

“Mr. Connohy; do you give Mr. 
CruikShank permission to state what 
passed between you in relation to this 
case?’’ Mr. Guthrie asked. 

**T do,’’ replied Connolly. 

Mr. Stanchfield then objected to the 
question, declaring that it called for 
hearsay conversation. ‘ 

‘““That’s a good objection,’”’ Mr. Guth- 
rie said. 

Mr. Guthrie again asked the witness to 
tell what Connolly said to him. 

Mr. Stanchfield again objected, and 
Mr. Guthrie said that in view of the 
objection he would not press the ques- 
tion. 


Both Talked ef Large Families. 


Speaking of a conference at which 
Connolly, Cohalan and the witness: were 


present, Mr. Cruikshank said: 

“Mr. Cohalan and Mr. Connolly were 
half friendly and half hostile. They 
talked -politics and personal matters in 
one minute, and the next minute they 
accused each other with bitterness. Mr. 
Cohalan said he had been wronged and 
even used the word ‘blackmail.’ That 
was the kind of talk. It was not ulti- 
mate so far as the merits of the case 
were concerned. Connolly excused -him- 
self because he had a. large family, 
and Mr. Cohalan said he had a large 
family, too.’’ 

Mr. Cruikshank said that Cohalan as- 
serted that he was not indebted to Con- 
nolly or the Victor Heating Company, 
and that he would not pay a cent unless 
the complaint in the suit was changed. 

“Twas anxious to gett the money for 
my client, @Wnd the complaint was 
amended,’ Mr. Cruikshank said. 

“What was in the -original :‘com- 
plaint,’’ asked Mr. Guthdie. 

“As I. recall it,” Mr. Cruikshank re- 
plied, “‘ the originat complaint set forth 
certain sums that had «been paid to 
Cohalan on specified dates by John A. 
Connolly on the defendant's pretense 
that he weuld secure contracts; that 1s. 
the- language Mr. Cohalan objected to.’ 

Mr. ‘Cruikshank testified that Cohalan 
said: he wanted to be protected, and that 
he did not want a scandal.

“T said I would destroy the original 
complaint, or memorandum, or anything 
that contained statements that might 
be used against Mr. Cohalan.” 

Mr. Cruikshank continued in response 
to Mr. Guthirie’s questions: ~ 

“IT cautioned Connolly to be very 
careful. He had been talking before 
the settlement of the possibility ,of pub- 
lishing the case in the newspapers. I 
said that must not be published.” 

Mr. Cruikshank said that his testi- 
mony before the Bar Asociation Griev- 
ance Committee in the Cohalan case 
was not given under oath; that he had } 
become more conversant with the case} 
since then, and that he might not give 
the same testimony at this time.

JOHNS IS CLEARED

Coroner's Jury Fears Alice Cris- 
pell’s Slayer Never Will 
Be Found. 


LETTERS REVEAL HER LIFE! 


Father of Wilkesbarre Victim Ad- 
mits She Was Wayward—Friend 
Faints at the Funeral.

WILKESBARRE, Penn., July 10.— 
Herbert Johns, who had been detained | 
as the possible slayer of Alice Crispell, | 
was exonerated to-night of any part in| 
the murder of the girl by a Coroner's | 
jury. The jurors decided that murder 
had been committed, but commented | 
that the crime probably would remain | 
unsolved. The verdict follows: 

“The evidence in this case fails to show 


any motive for crime on tne part of! 
Herbert Johns, and we feel certain that | 
he had no part in the death of Alice; 
Crispell. But we feel certain, when we | 
consider the evidence which showed the} 
deceased to always have had a cheerful | 
nature and therefore not subject to} 
morose spells and therefore -not liable } 
to take her own life, that a crime has! 
been committed. | 

“* However, we feel that this, as other | 
crimes of its kind will never be discov- | 
ered, but some evidence of guilt may | 
subsequently be brought to light result- 
ing in just punishment for the culprit.’’ 

Johns was taken back to jail. He will | 
have a hearing to-morrow night before | 
Alderman Frank Brown, when he prob- 
ably will be released. 


Girl Wayward, Letters Show. 

When the jurors met this evening it} 
had been disclosed. through the dis- 
covery of letters in the Crispell girl's 
trunk and others in Johns’s home that! 
she was wayward. Instead of being an | 
innocent country girl, prominent only 





nee agreed that the girl was mur- 
ered. 

When the funeral was in progress, 
a white silk glove that had belonged 
to Alice Crispell " found in the grass 
along the lake front at the. landing 
where it is thought she met her deat. 
When her body was found, the left 
hand was gloved. The other glove 
could not be found then. A. W. Rhen- 
ard, a photographer, discovered it. A 
button ha _ been torm off, and that, 
it was commented, might indicate a 
struggle. . 

In the dance hall of the Oneonta Hotel 
at Harvey’s Lake, Johns sat through 
the Coroner’s inquest to-night. Gazing 
at him were women from the lakeside 
cottages, who were there in force to 
hear the evidence which the Common- 
wealth had gathered to fix the 
responsibility for the death of Alice 
Crispell. Johns was taken to the hear- 
ing on an order from the court. He 
was not permitted by his ‘counsel t 
testify, as he was there merely to give 
witnesses a chance to identify him.

Charles B. Kuschke, As- 
sistant District Attorney, was in charge 
of the Commonwealth's case.

Thomas Banaza, a Special Police- 
man,.

Thomas Banaza, a special policeman 
at Happyland, South Beaeh, Staten Isl- 
and, had a quarrel in the park Wednes- 
day night with a group of three men 
and two girls, who finally left the park. 
In the early hours of yesterday morn- 
ing Banaza, bound to his home in Sta- 
pleton after the night’s work, noticed 
that the five were in the same car. 
When he got out at Water Street, the 
three. men followed him. At the corner 
of Wright and Water Streets they set 
upon him. Banaza drew his revolver 
and used the butt in an attempt to beat 
them off.

Then, fearing for 
his life, he «fired his revolver. “One of 
the men fell, shot cleanly through the 
jugular, and the special officer held on 
to the man who had led the attack. The 
spot is only a short distanee from the 
police. station, and detectives who heard 
the shot arrested the third of the assail- 
ants as he started to run away.

‘BULGARS ASK PEACE 
AS RUMANIA STRIKES 


Their Plan of. Campaign Fails 
and They Are, Forced to 
Appeal to the Powers. 


RUMOR OF GREAT DISASTER’ 


Gen. Ivanoff and 50,000 Men Said 
to Have Been Forced to Surrender 
to the Greeks—Turkey Restive.

LONDON, Friday, July 11.—The 

latest information from the Balkans 

is that Rumania has begun the in- 
vasion of Bulgaria and that the King 
of Rumania has declared war. 

The Daily Telegraph says private 
information has reached London that 
Rumania is determined to obtain the 
whole tegi@n which she originally de- 
manded as a reward for her neutral- 
ity during the -Turko-Balkan war. 
This extends from Turtukai, about a 
hundred miles from the sea, to Bal- 
chik, on the Black Sea, comprising 
some 2,500 square miles. 

Rumania’s army mobilization began 
several days ago and it is estimated 
that half a million men will act as 
soon as the concentration is com- 
plete. 

The first step will be the crossing 
of the Danube and the occupation of 
the coveted territory, including the 
powerful fortified city of Silistria, at 
present the property of Bulgaria. 


PARIS, Friday, July 11.—The Matin 
this morning announces that Ru- 
mania has declared war on Bulgaria. 
The following note was sent to Bul- 
garia by Rumania last evening: » 


The Royal Legation of Rumania at 
Sofia is requested by its Government 
to communicate the following to the 
royal Government of Bulgaria: 

The Rumanian Government warned 
the Bulgarian Government in due time 
that should the Balkan allies plunge 
int owar, Rumania would not be able 
to maintain the reserve she ahd hoth- 
erto imposed on herself in the interest 
of peace, but would be compelled to 
enter into action. The Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment did not deem it necessary to 
reply to this communication. War, 
unfortunately, broke out, in the first 
instance through the sudden attack of 
the Bulgarians upon Servian troops 
without Bulgaria observing even the 
elementary rules of preliminary noti- 
fication, which would at least have 
been vedinece of respect for conven- 
tions and international usages. 

In the presence of this situation the 
Rumanian Government has. given 
orders to the Rumanian Army to enter 
Bulgaria. 


The Matin adds that Rumanian 
troops crossed the Bulgarian frontier 
last evening. 

Yesterday Russia notified the Gov- 
ernments of Servia, Greece, and Mone 
tenegro that Bulgaria desired that 
hostilities cease and desired to meet 
her former allies in-St. Petersburg. 
Servia, Greece, and Montenegro have 
not replied to the Russian communi- 
cation. The Matin, however, says 
that Servia and Greece will reply as 
follows: 

They are prepared to sign an im- 
mediate.armistice on condition that 
Bulgaria agrees at once as a basis of 
a peace trtaty to this division of the 
territories ceded by Turkey: All the 
territory situated east of the valley 
of the Vardar to the northeast of 
Karasu shall be ceded to Bulgaria, 
the territory situated west of the 
valley of the Vardar, as far as Guev- 


gheli, shall be Servian, while all the 
territory to the south of Karasu shail 
be Greek. In addition Greece de- 
mands guarantees for the free exer- 
cise of Greek religion and education 
throughout Bulgarian territory. 

Bulgaria can conclude immediate 
peace, with ther former allies, and also 
prevent the arrival of a Rumanian 
army before Sofia on condition. that 
she accepts the new frontiers pro- 
posed by Servia and Greece, and cedes 
to Rumania the Bulgarian territory 
situated between Turtukai in North 
Bulgaria, and Balchik, on the Black 
Sea. 

If Bulgaria refuses to accept these 
conditions, the Rumanian, Servian, 
Greek, and Montenegrin armies will 
march on Sofia, and, once her capital 

eis in the hands of the allies, the peace 
conditions imposed’ upon Bulgaria will 
be much more severe. ‘ 


BUCHAREST, July 10.—The Ruman- 
ian Government has issued orders to the 
army to invade Buigaria to-morrow.

The capture of these passes was a dis- 
aster for the Bulgarians, because it en- 
abled the Greeks to attack the rear of 
the Bulgarian Fourth Army _ Corps, 
which had its front fortified against the 
Servians. The Bulgarians hastily aban- 
doned their fortified. positions in front 
of Istib and fled headlong from the 
furious assault of the Greek infantry, 
who captured nine guns. 

The Greeks pursued the enemy unh- 
checked as far as Strumitza. 

On the extreme left the freeks to-day 
attacked the Bulgarians near Demi-

A Greek naval force to-day occupicd 
the seaport of Kavala on the Aegean 
Sea, hitherto in the hands of the Bufi- 
garians. \ , ; 

The Athens newspapers regard the 
whole Macedonian territory between the 
Vardar &nd Siruma Rivers as now hav.

Rumored Disaster to Ivanoff. 


Rumors were published in Berlin yes- 
terday, and according to The Daily 
Telegraph’s correspondent at Athens 
were current there, that Gen. Ivanoff, 
with 50,000 Bulgarians, was ‘forced to 
near Demir-Hissar, where 
fighting was proceeding for the posses- 
sion of a railway bridge’ over the Struma 
River. 

A later Athens dispatch to The Daily 
Telegraph says that no confirmation of 
this can be obtained, and an official 
report issued at Athens, although it 
mentions the fighting at Demir-Hissar, 
says nothing of any surrender. 

A Salonika dispatch to THE TIMES 
gives the substances, of official dis- 
patches, in which it*is stated that a 
column of Bulgarians endeavoring to 
pass Petritch, was repulsed by the 
Greeks, who captured fifteen guns. 

Dispatches from ‘the European capi- 
tals published in London severely criti- 
cize Premier Daneff’s overbearing pol- 
icy as being the cause of the Bul- 
garians’ defeat, -@hd his speedy down- 
fal! is predicted. 

According to the Constantinople corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph, Dr. 
Daneff adopted the same policy with 
Turkey. The correspondent adds_ that 
unless M. Natchevitcn consents imme- 
diately to evacuation the Pé@rte will, afé- 
er twenty-four hours’ notice, order the 
Ottoman troops to drive out the Bulga- 
rians. 

It is expected that Rumania’s first 
step will be the occupation of the 2,500 
square’ miles of territory which she 
claims from Bulgaria as compensation 
for her neutrality in the recent war. 
This strip extends from Turtukai to 
Baltchik on the Black Sea, and includes 
the City of Silistria. 

Nothing can now be eb ste as to 
how events will shape themselves, the} 
Rumanian invasion of Bulgaria having 
brought an entirely new factor into the 
problem. 

Russia and France are devoting their 
efforts to persuading the Servian-Grecek | 
allies to adopt a moderate attitude inj} 
order to facilitate a peaceful settlement.

Prof. Pembrey Says Present Ideal Is 
Bad for Woman, Man, and State.

“The old-fashioned view of wo- 
men’s place in nature,” Prof. Pem- 
brey declares, ‘is the*one supported 
by biological knowledge. The slur 

st upon ‘ Victorian mothers’ has 
not been properly -resented, True, 
they did not glory in competing in 
mental and physical 
men, but they could and did bear 
large, healthy families. 

“The possession of @& baby is of 
more Value to the State than a first- 
class certificate in classics or a silver 
trophy for sport.’’ 

AS a result of higher education, Dr. 
Pembrey goes on to say, women find 
employment in posts which might be 
filled by men. There are late mar- 
riages which are bad for the health 
{and morals of both sexes and bad for 
the State, as the families are smaller 
and less vigorous. 

“The so-called higher edueation of 
women,” the*® Professor asserts, “is 
not a good ideal for either woman, 
man, or the state. Education at a 
university for three or four years 
makes a considerable demand upon 
the bodily, mental, and pecuniary re- 
sources of a woman, and there is lit- 
tle doubt that these would be more 
useful to all concerned if devoted to 
or reserved for marriage. There is 
no evidence that a middle-aged intel- 
| lectual woman makes a better wife 
or mother. he indications are all 
| the other way. 
| “The woman who is married for

GREAT NEW LONDON HOTEL. 


St. George’s Hospital Site at Last 
Sold—$7,350,000 to be Spent.

LONDON, July 10.—London is to 
have a new hotel which will be the 
“last word” in hotel construction. It 
will be erected on the site which 
Americans like ¥red Sterry of the 
Plaza Hotel, New York, long ago pro- 
nounced the best in the British me- 
tropolis. 

The Governors of St. George’s Hos- 
pital to-day resolved to accept pro- 
posals originally put before them by a 
New Yorker who has been in London 
for some years. The proposal before 
the Governors of the hospital was to 
seli the site for the approximate sum 
of $2,350,000, and to amalgamate with 
the Westminster Hospital in the erec- 
tion of a new hospital in a suburb. 
The well-known English real estate 
firm of Samuel Walbrock & Co. ap- 
pears as the principal in the transac- 
tion now agreed to, which includes the 
erection of a hotel at a cost of some- 
thing like $5,000,000. 

St. George’s Hospital is at Hyde 
Park Corner, which, as recently pub- 
lished statistics show, is a centre of 
greater traffic even than Mansion 
House Square. 

Some years must elapse before .the 
projected hotel comes into existence, 
|for one of the conditions placed by the 
Governors of the hospital on their ac- 
ceptance of the proposal is that the 
hospital authorities shall remain in 
occupation of the present building for 
two years, by which time the new hos-

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BULGARS ASK’ PEACE 
AS RUMANIA STRIKES 


Their Plan of. Campaign Fails 
and They Are, Forced to 
Appeal to the Powers. 


RUMOR OF GREAT DISASTER 


Gen. Ivanoff and 50,000 Men Said 
to Have Been Forced to Surrender 
to the Greeks—Turkey Restive. 


.

LONDON, Friday, July 11.—The 
latest information from the Balkans 
is that Rumania has begun the in- 
vasion of Bulgaria and that the King 
of Rumania has declared war. 

The Daily Telegraph says private 
information has reached London that 
Rumania is determined to obtain the 
whole region which she originally de- 
manded as a reward for her neutral- 
ity during the -Turko-Balkan war. 
This extends from Turtukai, about a 
hundred miles from the sea, to Bal- 
chik, on the Black Sea, comprising 
some 2,500 square miles. 

Rumania’s army mobilization began 
several days ago and it is estimated 
that half a million men will act as 
soon as the concentration is com- 
plete. 

The first step will be the crossing 
of the Danube and the occupation of 
the coveted territory, including the 
powerful fortified city of Silistria, at 
present the property of Bulgaria. 


PARIS, Friday, July 11.—The Matin 
this morning announces that Ru- 
mania has declared war on Bulgaria. 
The following note was sent to_Bul- 
garia by Rumania last evening: 4 


The Royal Legation of Rumania at 
Sofia is requested by its Government 
to communicate the following to the 
royal Government of Bulgaria: 

The Rumanian Government warned 
the Bulgarian Government in due time 
that should the Balkan allies plunge 
int owar, Rumania would not be able 
to maintain the reserve she ahd hoth- 
erto imposed on herself in the interest 
of peace, but would be compelled to 
enter into action. The Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment did not deem it necessary to 
reply to this communication. War, 
unfortunately, broke out, in the first 
instance through the sudden attack of 
the Bulgarians upon Servian troops 
without Bulgaria observing even the 
elementary rules of preliminary noti- 
fication, which would at least have 
been vedinece of respect for conven- 
tions and international usages. 

In the presence of this situation the 
Rumanian Government has_ given 
orders to the Rumanian Army to enter 
Bulgaria. 


The Matin adds that Rumanian 
troops crossed the Bulgarian frontier 
last evening. 

Yesterday Russia notified the Gov- 
ernments of Servia, Greece, and Mon- 
tenegro that Bulgaria desired that 
hostilities cease and desired to meet 
her former allies in St. Petersburg. 
Servia, Greece, and Montenegro have 
not replied to the Russian communi- 
cation. The Matin, however, says 
that Servia and Greece will reply as 
follows: 

They are prepared to sign an im- 
mediate. armistice on condition that 
Bulgaria agrees at once as a basis of 
a peace trtaty to this division of the 
territories ceded by Turkey: All the 
territory situated east of the valley 
of the Vardar to the northeast of 
Karasu shall be ceded to Bulgaria, 
the territory situated west of the 
valley of the Vardar, as far as Guev- 
gheli, shall be Servian, while all the 
territory to the south of Karasu shall 
be Greek. In addition Greece de- 
mands guarantees for the free exer- 
cise of Greek religion and education 
throughout Bulgarian territory. 

Bulgaria can conclude immediate 
peace, with ther former allies, and also 
prevent the arrival of a Rumanian 
army before Sofia on condition. that 
she accepts the new frontiers pro- 
posed by Servia and Greece, and cedes 
to Rumania the Bulgarian territory 
situated between Turtukai in North 
Bulgaria, and Balchik, on the Black 
Sea. 

If Bulgaria refuses to accept these 
conditions, the Rumanian, Servian, 
Greek, and Montenegrin armies will 
march on Sofia, and, once her capital 
eis in the hands of the allies, the peace 
conditions imposed* upon Bulgaria will 
be much more severe. 


BUCHAREST, July 10.—The Ruman- 
ian Government has issued orders to the 
army to invade Buigaria to-morrow. 

It has instructed: the Rumanian Min- 
ister at Sofia to notify .the Bulgarian 
Government of this decision. 


VIENNA, July 10.—Rumanian troops 
began to cross the Bulgarian frontier at 
4 o’clock this afternoon, aecording to 

» late advices received here. . 

France has ~zindertaken to negotiate 
with Servia and Greece on behlaf of 
Bulgaria in ordér to ascertain what 
terms of peace can be arranged. 

The French Government has advised 
the Greeks and the Servians not to de- 
_mand too much, saying that otherwise 
Bulgaria is likely to prefer to take the 
chances of fighting out the quarrel. 


ATHENS, July 10.—Official dispatches 
report the continued pursuit of the Bul- 
garians and’ a desperate battle in the 
passes of Mount Belissi_and on the main 
read from Doiran to Strumitza, which 
resulted in a complete victory. for the 
Greeks and the rout of the Bulgarians. 

The capture of these passes was a dis- 
aster for the Bulgarians, because it en- 
abled the Greeks to attack the rear of 
the Bulgarian’ Fourth Army Corps, 
which had its front fortified against the 
Servians. The Bulgarians hastily aban- 
doned_ their fortified. positions in front 
of Istib and fled headlong from the 
furious assault of the Greek infantry, 
who captured nine guns. 

The Greeks pursued the enemy uh- 
checked as far as Strumitza. 

On the extreme left the Greeks to-day 
attacked the Bulgarians near Demi- 
Hissar. << ‘ 

A Greek naval force to-day occupicd 
the seaport of Kavala on the Aegean 
Sea, hitherto in the hands of the Bufi- 
garians. \ a , 

The Athens newspapers regard the 
whole Macedonian territory between the 
Vardar &nd Struma Rivers as now hav. 
ing beén completely evacuated by the 
Bulgarians, and tney believe -that the 
Bulgarian army now ,in retreat ‘from 
thé Kotchana district, has been caught 
between the Greeks and the Servians. 

Patriotic donations are pouring into 
the treasury. The largest of these came 
from a rich Greek living in Paris, ramed 
Zacharoff, who sent $200,000 to Premicr 
Venizelos. . ‘

This latter fact was doubtless the de- 
ciding factor the Bulgarian appeal 
to the powers. How far Bulgaria’s de- 
feat has been due to dissensions in high 
military quarters, which resulted in 
the resignation of Gen. Savoff. and how 
far to the fact that the Bulgarian 
troops. which bore the brunt of the 
hard fighting in the campaign against 
Turkey, were more exhausted than. the 
Greek and Servian forces, will probably 
never be known. 


Rumored Disaster to Ivanoff, 


Rumors were published in Berlin yes- 
terday, and according to The Daily 
Telegraph’s correspondent at Athens 
were current there, that Gen. Ivanoff, 
with 50,000 Bulgarians, was ‘forced to 
surrender near Demir-Hissar, where 
fighting was proceeding for the posses- 
sion of a railway bridge’ over the Struma 
River. 

A later Athens dispatch to The Daily 
Telegtaph says that no confirmation of 
this can be obtained, and an official 
report issued at Athens, although it 
mentions the fighting at Demir-Hissar, 
says nothing of any surrender. 

A Salonika dispatch to THE TIMES 

gives the substances, of official dis- 
patches, in which it *is stated that a 
column of Bulgarians endeavoring to 
pass Petritch, was repulsed by the 
Greeks, who captured fifteen guns. 
. Dispatches from ‘the European capl- 
tals published in London severely critl- 
cize Premier Daneff’s overbearing pol- 
icy as being the cause of the Bul- 
garians’ defeat,-#hd his speedy down- 
fall is predicted. 

According to. the Constantinople corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph, Dr. 
Daneff adopted the same policy with 
Turkey. The correspondent adds that 
unless M. Natchevitchn consents imme- 
diately to evacuation the Pé@rte will, afi- 
er twenty-four hours’ notice, order the 
Ottoman troops to drive out the Bulga- 
rians, 

It is expected that Rumania’s first 
step will be the occupation of the 2,500 
square’ miles of territory which she 
claims from Bulgaria as compensation 
for her neutrality in the recent war. 
This strip extends from Turtukai to 
Baltchik on the Black Sea, and includes 
the City of Silistria. 

Nothing can now be predicted as to 
how. events will shape themselves, the 
Rumanian invasion of Bulgaria having 
brought an entirely new factor into the 
problem. 

Russia and France are devoting their 
efforts to persuading the Servian-Greek 
allies to adopt a moderate attitude in 
order to facilitate a peaceful settlement. 
The Servian Premier is quoted in The 
Vienna Neue Freie Presse as declaring 
that the new war has completely set 
aside all ireaties of alliance, and that 
peace must now be negotiated on an 
entirely new basis.

Commerce Commission Finds 
Tardy Use of Brakes as Di- 
rect Cause of the Wreck. 





OPERATING METHODS BAD 





Employment of inexperienced Engi- 
neer on Express Condemned 
Signals Too Close. 





Special io The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 10.—More criti- 
¢cism of the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railway Company by the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission is 
found in a report of the commission 
made public to-day on its investigation of 
the wreck at Stamford, Conn., on June 
12, in which six passengers were killed 
and twenty injured. The commission 
holds that the inexperience of Charles J. 
Doherty, engineer of the second section 
of: the wrecked westbound Boston ex- 
press, mainly was responsible for ‘the 
wreck. The company is criticised for 
negligence, and it is asserted that, bet- 
ter methods of operation are necessary 
immediately to insure safety to pas- 
sengers. QOne of the things said by the 
commission is: 

“A train running in two sections on 
very nearly the same time calls for spe- 
cial official supervision. Especially is 
the position of engineman of the second 
section one of highest responsibility. A 
man for,.such position: should be one 
tested by long experience and qualified 
hy instruction of superiors for the or- 
deals of this special work. This was 
no place to try out an engineman of 
limited service, principally on slow 
freights and in yard service. Any sys- 
tem under which this is permissible or 

ossible is a loose system. It is inde- 
ensible.”’ 

_ The commission includes in its report 
a very full review of the evidence taken 
by Commissioner McChord in Bridge- 
port. After summarizing the testimony 
given in regard to the inspections und 
tests of the air brakes of the wrecked 
train, it says they were not sufficient 
to supply accurate information regard- 
ing the brakes’ efficiency. It suggests 
that a more complete and reliable air- 
brake test be conducted. 

Engine Defects Reported. 

It is shown by the testimony that 
two days before the wreck Doherty 
reported three defects in his locomotive. 
At Stamford, Foreman Brady took 
charge of the locomotive, but did not 
inspect it nor hear Doherty say any- 
thing about the condition of the brakes: 

The commission refers to the testi- 
mony of Mr. Martin, the air brake ex- 
pest of the Pennsylvania Railroad, that 
Doherty would not have been assigned 
to a passenger train on the Pennsyl- 


vania if any other man had been avail- 
able, and f it had been found 















that if 
necessary to send him out, a traveling 
engineer or road foreman of engines 
would have been assigned to ride with 
him. Mr. Langan, the expert of the 

Lackawanna road, ‘stated positively 
that a train in the condition in which 
second No. 53.was found at the time 
of the test would not have been pet 
mitted to leave the terminal of his road 
in fast passenger train service. 

“The direct cause of the accident,’’ 
the Commission says, ‘‘ was the failure 
of the engineman on second No. 53 to 
apply the air brakes in time to stop 
his train before reaching the home 
signal. This failure was the result of 
an error in judgment on the part of 
the engineman, due to his lack of ex- 
perience in handling high-speed pas- 
Senger trains, and the absence of in- 
Structions regarding the proper method 
ef handling his train.” 


Comments on Wooden Car.. 


Referring to the fact that the rear 
car of the first section of train No. 
58, the parlor car Skylark was of 
wooden construction and built in 1908, 
the Commission says that, although it 
is the exception rather than the rule 
to find wooden cars on the fast pas- 
senger trains of many railroads, «the 
New Haven is “ among those railroads 
which have made comparatively slow 
progress in the matter of steel car con- 
Struction.”’ That condition, the Com- 
mission remarks, may be accounted for 
by the attitude of the New Haven of- 
ficials, as shown in the_ testimony 
taken in connection with thé. wreck on 
the same road at Westport, Conn., on 
Oct. 3, 1912. Vice President Horn, at 
that time in charge of operation, testi- 
fied that he was doubtful as to the 
desirability of steel cars compared with 
wooden cars, but added that if the New 

aven ‘could be convinced that there 
ce something better they would adopt

The engineman of second o, (the 
Wrecked train, Engineer Doherty) did not 
have the special experience and instruction 
required for the operation of guch a train 

The New. York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company had no reliable method 
for determining the capacity of enginemen 
before placing them in charge of high- 
Speed passenger trains. : 

There was negligence on the part of the 
corporation in putting in charge often a 
train as second No. 53 an engineman in- 
experienced and uninstructed in this class 
of. work. 

This railroad has no proper system of 
Checking work reports so as to determine 
Whether or not defects reporte@ on locomo- 
tives are actually repaired. This lack of su- 
ee is dangerous and it ought not to

The Interstate Cérmmerce Commission's 
report on the Stamiford accident, in which 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company is held negligent. in 
putting in charge of such a train as Sec- 
ond No. 53 an engine man inexperienced 
and uninstructed for that class of big 
fails to state that the employment o 
this engineer was practically. forced upon 
the New Haven Railroad by the engineers 
of the company. 

On May 14, 1910, an agreement between 
the engineers and the company Was en- 
teréd into providing thai ‘‘ spare engineers 
shall bé run first im and out so far as it 
is possible with the requirements of the 
service, and when engineers are assigned 
to temporary vacancies they shall remain 
on game provided they are competent until 
the regular engineer returns, They shail 
receive rates of the regular engineets while 
on the road.’’ . This rule is practically the 
same as had been in effect before any 


agreement was entered into. 

In the Fall of 1912 an order was issued 
to the effect that spare engineérs, who had 
less than two years’ experience, or two 
years’ rating as engineers, would not: be’ 
allowed to runthrough passenger trains. 
This order was protested by the engineers 
on the ground that the company had not 
adhered to the rule of giving the engineers 
thirty days notice before amending exist- 
ing rules. The company then issued the 
thirty days notice, and when*this time was 
up C. L. Bardo was general manager. 

The engineers had been in an unsettled 
state of mind, owing to the arbitration of 
the wage question, and Mr. Bardo, realiz- 
ing this, and the engineers still protesting, 
asked the engineers to propose a counter- 
ruling on this question of experience in 
running trains. The engineers offered the 
rule, which is now in effect, which pro- 
vides instéad of two years’ “experience a 
requirement of one years’ experience. Mr. 
Bardo aceepted this amendment because it 
was essential to public safety that the en- 
gineers should get back to work without 
having another long dispute to settle with 
the company. Furthermore, not a single 
case could be found where the young en- 
gineer had been the cause of any trouble 
whatsoever.

ERIE, July 10.—A salute of nineteen 
guns from the Naval Training Ship 
Wolverine, greeted Josephus Daniels, 
Secretary of the Navy, when he ar- 
rived at the water front to-day to Iin- 
spect Commodore Perry's flagship, 
Niagara. 
at luncheon by the Erie Centennial Com- 
mission. This afternoon he delivered an 
address in Perry Square.

The Federal Grand Jury began an 
investigation yesterday into the admis- 
Sions made by David Lamar and Ed- 
ward Lautérbach before the Congres- 
sional Committee in Washington. The 
Federal authorities refused to say 
whether they had obtained any evidence 
which would establish a crime wnder 
the United States statutes. 

Lewis Cass Ledyard was the first 
witness summgned by District’ Attor- 
ney Marshall, and he was before the 
Grand Jury for more than two hours 
yesterday. His testimony was not 
completed and he will be recalled. Other 
witnesses. who are expected to be sub- 
poenaed are Senators Stone and 


Palmér and Congressman Riordan. 
They can tell the Grand Jury of the 
impersonations over the telephone, of 
which Lamar admitted he was guilty. 
It will be tmpossible to put in evidence 
the testimony taken before thé Con- 
gressional Committee. 

The Revised Statutes of the United 
States provide ‘“‘ No testimony given by 
a witness before either house or before 
any committee of either house of Con- 
gress shall be used as evidence in any 
eriminal proceeding against him in any 
court, except in a prosecution for per- 
jury committed in giving such testi- 
mony.’ 

This provision was enacted to enable 
Congress in its.investigations to get 
from witnesses a full statement of all 
they Knew. If a witness was Hable for 
eriminal proceedings on account of his 
admissiodns before Congréss the legis- 
lators would find it difficult to obtain 
much information. 

District Attorney Marshall has a cer- 
tified copy of the testimony given at 
Washington, ‘and this is proving of

be shown that Lamar, by his imperson- 
tions of legislators obtained any sub- 
‘| stantial benefit, he may still be indicted 
under the first part of the statute which 
forbids thé impersonation of a Federal 
official.

SWANN GIVES THE LAW. 


Judge Outlines Charges That Might 
Be Made Against Lamar. 


In his chambers at the Criminal Courts 
Building Judge Edward Swann made 
this statement yesterday in reference to 
the Lamar case: s 

“‘T cannot prejudge a specifi¢ case and 
therefore I cannot. express an opinion 
ag to whether or not upon the testi- 
mony brought out before the Senate 
Committee David Lamar was guilty of 
a crime, but, frsavins generally, I can 
Say that if on® falsely impersonates an- 
other with the intent to deprive or de- 
fraud the true owner of his’ property 
and to appropriate the same to the use 
of the taker, or any other person, he is 
guilty of an attempt to commit the 
erime of larceny.- 

“‘ As to the specific inquiry whether, 'f 
a broker falsely impersonates several 
members of Congress and made false 
Statements to X with the tMtent to de- 
ceive X and make X employ a certain 
lawyer and to pay that lawyer a re- 
tainer, the question of the intent of the 
broker and whether or not X paid the 
lawyer a retainer on the face of the 
false representations presents a ques- 
tion of fact for the jury. 

“As to whether or not the lawyer who 
obtains thé rétainer under such cir- 
cumstances would be guilty of a crime, 
it ig provided by Section 2 of the Penal 
law that a pérson concerned in the 
commission of a crime, whether he di- 
rectly committed the act constituting 
the offense, or aided and abetted in its 
commission, and whether presént or ab- 
sent, and a person who directly or in- 
directly counsels, induces, or procures 
another to do the crime is a principal 
and equally as guilty as the one who 
committed the overt act.’’

DILLON IS SUAVE 
TO BOY WITNESSES 


Deputy Commissioner Drops 
Harsh Tone He Adopted with 
Accusers of Policemen. 


LADS TELL OF ARRESTS 


Thrown Into Cells Without Warning 
for Playing Ball in Prospect 
Park, They Say. 


The trial room at Police Headquar- 
ters in Brooklyn was thronged yester- 
day, when the trials ordered by Mayor 
Gaynor of the fifteen patrolmen and 
three Lieutenants from the Prospect 
Park Station, charged with arresting 
boys for playing ball in Prospect Park, 
was continued before Deputy Commis- 
sioner James Dillon. The Commissioner 


changed his attitude toward the young 
complainants from the harshness of 
Wednesday, and except in one instance 
treated them with great consideration. 
As on the day before, he reserved de- 
cision in all the cases. 

Emil Hubschman, 17 years old, of 302 
Central Avenue, was complainant 
against Policeman Thomas A. Keegan. 
Hubschman is a clerk in a lawyer's 
office. He told the Deputy Commis- 
sioner that he wished to make a charge 
of perjury against the officer. 

‘“Well, you will have to go to the 
District Attorney’s office to make_such 
a complaint,” shouted Dillon, ‘‘I am 
here to listen to the charge that this 
patrolman violated the rules and reg- 
ulations of the Police Department. I 
told you before that if you cared to 
make any other charge against him the 
District Attorney’s office was the place 
to go.”’ 

Hubschman was taken considerably 
aback at the manner of the Deputy 
Commissioner, but proceeded to tell 
his story. He said that he was taking 
some pictures in the park while several 
of his friends were playing ball. They 
came to him and told him that a 

oliceman had taken their ball from 
hem. He went to Policeman Keegan 
and asked him to return the bali to 
him. The policeman, according to 
Hubschman, then said: 

“Well, if that is your ball, you are 
under arrest for playing with it.’ 

Hubschman asserted that Keegan 
used profanity while on the way to the 
station house and that he made no at- 
tempt to get from him his name or ad- 
dress until he arrived at the station 
house. Harry and Nathan M. Kauffman 
of 408 Central Avenue, friends of 
Hubschman, corroborated his testimony. 

Hubschman, through his work in the 
law office, has gained considerable 
knowledge of legal matters, and ob- 
jected to questions asked by the police- 
man’s lawyer. Several times Commis- 
sioner Dillon passed this without notice, 
but finally became exasperated, and 
as Hubschman objected once more, the 
Deputy Commissioner cried: ‘ Sit 
down!’ The boy sat down at once, and 
made no further attempt to interrupt 
the proceedings. 

Policeman Thomas Janvrin was called 
to the bar upon the complaint of Fer- 
dinand Pickle, 17 years old, of 586 
Third Avenue. Pickle alleged that with 
several of his friends he was playing 
ball on the lawn near ‘the carrousel. 
He said that he received no warning 
before his arrest. He admitted that 
he asked that no one be notified of 
his arrest. Policeman Janvrin testi- 
fied that he warned the boys several 
times, but that his warnings had no 
effect, and he was compelled to arrest 
them. 

Benjamin Haberthal, 17 years old, of 
51 Sheriff Street, Manhattan, was com- 
plainant against Policeman Walter Sar- 
gent. He admitted that he was play- 
ing on the lawn with a ball, but_said 
that the ball was a soft one made of 
twine and paper. He said that he 
threw the ball to a friend and that it 
struck the policeme™ on the leg. He 
spent the night in a «ll and was fined 
$5 in the police court 

Policeman Thomas Danaher of the 
Central Office was temporarily detailed 
to plain clothes duty in Prospect Park 
on Sunday, June 8. On that day he ar- 
rested David Cohen, 16 years old, of 
604 Willoughby Avenue. Cohen said 
esterday that he was put in a cell and 
ept there until 10:30 o’clock in the 
evening. He said that he was_ not 
warned and that the policeman made no 
effort to find out who he was until he 
arrived at the station. 

Patrolman Peter McGowan of the 
Central Office was detailed to special 
duty in the park. Five complainants 
appeared against him. Samuel Yokel- | 
son, 17 years old, of 53 Sumner Avenue, 
a tall, well-dressed, and well-spoken 
boy, said that he was in Prospect Park 
on June 8 when a ball that was being | 
thrown by other boys rolled at his feet. | 
He picked the ball up and threw it back 
to the boys, when McGowan arrested 
him. He said that he was taken to the 
station and put in a cell, though he pro- 
duced a library card and four letters 
written to him to prove his identity. 
McGowan said that he did not search 
the prisoner at the station house, and 
did not know that he had the letters or 
ecard in his pocket. 

“ That is right,’’ Deputy Commissioner 
Dillon exclaimed. ‘‘ You have no right 
to search prisoners except when they 
gare charged with a felony.” 

The policeman looked gratefully at the 
Deputy Commissioner.

BOY BALL PLAYER ACCUSES. 


His Letter to the Mayor Causes 
Trial of Policeman. 


Cornelius T. Curtin, a patrolman for- 
merly of the Alexander Avenue Station, 
but now at the Greenwich Street Sta- 


tion, was on trial yesterday at Police 
Headquarters before Deputy Commis- 
sioner Newburger on a charge of not 
taking proper police action. The com- 
plaint was that on June 22, when he 
was assigned to special duty at St. 
Mary’s Park, he had interfered with 
boys playing ball and chased them. 
Among the witnesses were Commissioner 
of Parks Higgins, Supt. Alexander Kerr 
of St. Mary’s Park, and Police Inspector 
George R. Wakefield. After Deputy 
Commissioner Newburger had refused to 
allow witesses produced by Curtin to 
testify, the trial was adjourned to next 
week. 

Inspector Wakefield testified that he 
made the complaint by order of Commis- 
sioner Waldo after a communication re- 
ceived by the Mayor had been forwarded 
to him. In this communication a Bronx 
boy complained of police treatment. The 
letter was not produced, nor was the 
name of the boy made public. 

Park Commisstoner Higgins testified 
that property owners near the park had 
complained that boys broke windows 
and ruined gardens at their ball games. 
Superintendent Kerr told of trouble 
which boys had caused in the park. 

Curtin said in his defense that many 
citizens had complained of the boys. 
He said he had been told to stop their 
ball playing in the park, and to make 
those who had permits observe the re- 
strictions regarding hours. 
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CHAUFFEUR-SHERIFF 
GETS INTO TROUBLE 


Magistrate Scores Sheehan, 
Queens Deputy, for Arresting 
Grocery Wagon Driver. 


PRISONER BADLY BEATEN 


Sheriff Emener to be Asked to Re- 
voke Sheehan’s Appointment— 
Fight on Wagon’s Steps. 


About nine months ago August Shee- 
han, chauffeur for Joseph Stern, a 
wealthy retired shirt manufacturer 
whose home is in Far Rockaway, man- 
aged to get’ himself appointed as a 
Deputy Sheriff of Queens County, be- 
cause a friend of his had told him 
that it would be ‘‘a very useful thing 


to have a Deputy Sheriff's badge,” and 
ever since, Sheehan has been the ter- 
ror of the neighborhood, flashing his 
badge and threatening with arrest any 
hapless driver of a motor car or horse- 
drawn vehicle who happened to be a 
bit slow in getting out of his way. 
But yesterday the dashing Deputy came 
a@ cropper. 

Early in the afternoon a _ grocery 
wagon driven by Michael McGuirl, 
whose brother has a large grocery store 
in Far Rockaway, was standing in 
front of the Stern residence, when 
Sheehan drove his car up to the house 
behind the grocery wagon, which did 


not get out of his way quickly enough 
to suit the Deputy. 

“T’ll place you under arrest,” Shee- 
han yelled at the driver. 

“Oh, no, you won’t,” McGuirl yelled 
back, 

Sheehan jumped out of his automobile 
and upon the grocery wagon, and 
grabbed the indignant McGuirl, who 
ordered him to get right out. 

For answer Sheehan took from his 
pocket the ‘‘ billy,’”’ which as a Deupty 
Sheriff he is entitled to flourish, and is 
said to have beaten up McGuirl, laying 
open his head. ; 

Then the Deputy took his “‘ prisoner ”’ 
to the Far Rockaway Police Station, 
but Lieut. Hannon refused to enter- 
tain the complaint when he saw Mc- 
Guirl’s condition, and instead sent for 
an ambulance from St. Joseph’s Hospi- 
tal. Dr. Rousch responded and patched 
up the victim, who was suffering from 
three lacerations of the head and one 
on the right cheek. 

McGuirl was then taken before Mag- 
istrate Fritz, who, on learning the facts 
of the case, became highly indignant, 
and after promptly discharging the 
‘wounded grocery wagon driver, turned 
on Sheehan and roundly scored him, 
first for having made the arrest, and 
secondly for having beaten the man. 

“As an officer you should have known 
that a summons was sufficient,” the 
Magistrate admonished Sheehan. ‘“ How 
long have you been a Deputy Sheriff?” 

Sheehan said that it was about nine 
months. When the Magistrate asked 
why he became one the chauffeur told 
him of his friend's advice. 

“TI want to tell you as a better friend 
than he fs that it will be wise for you 
to turn back your badge to the Sheriff 
of this county. I’m afraid it's going 
to get you into trouble,” said the Magis- 
trate. 


Another Deputy Sheriff, William S. 
Desmond, was in court at the time, and 
said that he would urge Sheriff Emener 
to revoke Sheehan’s appointment.

RAILROADS AND MEN 
STILL FAR APART 


Strike Near, Brotherhood Lead- 
ers Suggest, Without Regard 
to White House Conference. 


FIGURES FROM BOTH SIDES

Civic Federation Executive, Antici- 
pating Trouble, Still Urges Quick 
Change in the Erdman Act, 


Brotherhood officials here represent- 
ing the trainmen and conductors do not 
expect to be deterred in calling a strike 
on the Hastern railroads by reason of 
the White House conference on Mon- 
day, when the heads of their organiza- 
tion and the railroad managers are to 
meet the President to talk over the bill 
now in Congress amending the Erdman 
act. The railroads, too, seem to take 
the position that the proceedings in 


Washington were not taken into ac- 
count in the controversy. 

“We have no official knowledge of 
what is going on at Washington, and we 
are not influenced by it,’’ said President 
A. B. Garretson of the conductors’ or- 
ganization. ‘‘ We are going On as we in- 
tended to do, and as the railroads have 
not changed their attitude the commit- 
tees from all the roads can only sanc- 
tion the strike vote. On Monday there 
will be an interesting story to tell.” : 

W. G. Lee, President of the trainmen’s 
organization, said when asked if it was 
the intention to call a strike on Satur- 
day or Monday in view of the confer- 
ence over the proposed amendments to 
the Erdman act to be held on Monday in 
the White House: 

“Without personal disrespect to the 
President,” said he, “it is not for us 
to move from our present situation. 
As there is’ no counter-proposition 
from the roads, what is there to arbi- 
trate? The time for conciliation may be 
too late. We talked over matters at 
House has now re- 
ported a bill with amerdments which 
are satisfactory neither to us nor the 
railroads.”’ 

A joint statement was issued later by 
Mr. Lee and Mr. Garretson in which 
they declare that the circular sent out 
in the name of forty-four railroads as 
to the alleged unreasonable wage de- 
mands of the trainmen and conduc- 
tors was purposely misleading. The Lee 
and Garretson statement said that while 
the increase in cost of living in the last 
twenty years has been about 59 
per cent., the railroad employes in that 
period had received increases -in pay 
amounting to 39 per cent. The statement 
continues: 

Meanwhile, how has the owner of: rail- 
way stock fared? ‘In,;the year 1890, ac- 
cording to the reports furnished _by the 
railways to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the total -amount pald in 
dividends on railway stocks amounted: to 
$87,071,618. In the year 1911 the total 
amount of money paid in dividends, ac- 
cording to the same reports, amounted to 
$460,195,376, and it must be borne in mind 
that the returns for 1890 included switch- 
ing and terminal companies, while in 1911 
the returns excluded the returns for 
ing and terminal companies, these being 
some of the most remunerative properties 
Here you have an increase 
in the amount paid in dividends of about 
429 per cent., while wages have increased 
39 per cent. 

Attention is also called to the fact that 
in the year 1890 only $1,598,131,933 of the 
then existing railway stock of the country, 
which equaled 86 per cent. of the amount 
then in existence, paid dividends, while in 
1911 $5,730,250,826 of the existing stock, 
equaling 6T per cent. of the stock that 
year in existence, paid dividends. 

In 1890 the average dividend rate is 
represented to have been 5.45 per cent., 
while in 1911 it is figured at 805 per 
cent. 

A statement given out last night by 
the committee of railway managers, 
having negotiations with the con- 
ductors and trainmen in hafrid said: 

It is inconceivable that these conductors 
and trainmen, having recéived an annual 
increase of $30,000,000 per year in 1910— 
and in view of the extremely liberal pay 
they now get—would subject this country 
to the calamity of a strike. 

In view of the fact that the public must 
always pay the wage bill of the railroads, 
the Conference Committee, in refusing the 
demands of the men, have felt it its 
fiuty to advise the public as to just what 
wages conductors and trainmeéen do receive 
at present, Only actual payroll figures 
have been used.

TAXING EDUCATION. 

In addition to the absurd tax which 
the Democrats in caucus decided to 
levy on imported works of art less 
than fifty years old, they have fixed 
the duty on books in foreign lan- 
guages at 15 per cent. ad valorem. 
They exempt textbooks for use in 
schools and books for public libraries. 
But why in the name of common sense 
tax such books at all? 

The revenue obtained would be 
about the cost of a Court House for 
a crossroads town, probably not over 
$150,000. The average number of 
books imported is not far from 1,000,- 
000. A considerable portion of these

are many, are, of course, unique and | 


cannot be replaced, even by transla- 
tions. Why should the people of the 
United States be hindered from get- 
ting books of this sort as cheaply as 
possible? Do, the Senators imagine 
that they are bought chiefly by rich 
persons? That is a radical error. They 
are bought very largely by teachers 
and by men and women with a taste 
for study and with precious little 
money for indulging in that taste. 
These teachers and students form a 
pretty valuable class in the population 
and they ought not to be hetcheled 
by the harrow of legislative ignorance 
and meddlesomeness.

Ketchum thereupon brought suit against 
the city for the amount of the bonds 
and interest, and upon recovering judg- 
men instructed the Sheriff to levy upon 
the goods in the hardware store of the 
Mayor of the city. This was done, 


when the Mayor saw a great light, and 


the judgment was very shortly after- 
ward paid by the city.

HISTORY’S OLDEST MAN. 


Was It Thomas Cam, Aged 207, 
According to Parish Record? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am afraid I cannot “ vouch” for 
the records of the two ancients men- 
tioned in your recent editorial article, 
but would say that the extraordinary 
case of Thomas Cam (aged 207) rests 
on the parish records at St. Leonard's, 
Shoreditch, a copy of which appeared 
in the Penny Magazine of 1833, from 
which it appears he lived from the 
fourth of Richard IV. to the thirtieth of 
Elizabeth, having been born in 1381. 
One would like to inspect this record to 
see if there is any apparent tampering 
with the entry, for if this remarkable 
case is authentic Cam may have been 
the oldest person of all time, the years 
of the Bible being very uncertain. 

I quite think the age attributed to 
Henry Jenkins, the Yorkshire man, 
(169,) is’ authentic, but I know 
further evidence of it than his tomb- 
stone inscription, writen by Dr. Thomas 
Chapman, which credits this centena- 
rian with ‘‘ temperance, a life of labor, 
and a mind at ease.”” As to William 
kidwards, (168,) whose case I have faith 
in—he is commemorated on a slab in 
Caerey Church, near Cardiff, Glamor- 
and died in 1668. Tombstone 
scriptions are not easily tampered with. 
The case of Juano Truxo is perhaps 
very uncertain, she being a negress of 
Tecuman, S. A., and is reputed to have 
attained 162 years ‘‘in spite of her 
fondness for stimulants.’’ Betsy Tran- 
tham of Tennessee (probably another 
negress) is said to have died in 1834 
aged 154. 

I belleve in Thomas Parr’s age, (152.) 
lie married his second wife when 120, 
and till his 180th year performed all his 
usual work. Twenty years later he 
went to London to see Charles L, but 
the royal treatment at Court was tuo 
much for him, it is alleged. Peter Czar- 
tan or Tortin, the Belgrade Patriarch, a 
notorious glutton, could not have been 
troubled much with ind!gestion, as he 
is stated to have lived to 150, and even 
isv edd years. In 1691 
Eccleston is said to have died in Ireland 
at 143, and again evidence is lacking, 
but the Countess of Desmond's ease is 
an extraordinary one. She danced with 
Richard III. when Duke of Gloucester, 
and described him as one of the 
‘““straightest and properest men _ she 
ever saw.’ This merry widow died in 
1694, surviving her husband, the twelfth 
Earl,. 70 years, retained her faculties 
to the end, could walk ten miles a day 
until a week of her death at 140, and 
according to the inscription on her por- 
trait at Muckross Abbey, Killarney, ** in 
ye course of her long pilgrimage re- 
newed her teeth twice.’’ “Sir William 
Temple relates that ‘‘she must needs 
climb a tree to gather nuts, so, falling 
down, she hurt her thigh, which brought 
a fever and her death.”’ 

A modern instance, and one apparent- 
ly deserving of credence, that of 
Dr. William Mead of Ware, County of 
Herts, a stone in the churchyard giving 
his age 141 years with the odd months, 
and days. Like Dr. Chao-Choy, 
who died the other day, after arrival 
in New York, he probably used lon- 
gevity tablets or otherwise discovered 
the art of living long. The death at 
Korti in the Government of Kutais of 
a small farmer named Khabsa in his 
141st year was announced recently. 
“ Oj] without and honey within’’ was 
believed by one ancient to be the secret 
of longevity. The tomb of Margaret 
Scott of Dalkeith, Scotland, (1738,) tells 
the principal events which she saw dur- 
ing a career of 125 years. 

But their name is legion. Mark or 
Marcus Jordan, the ‘“‘ Westphalian Pa- 
triarch,” is said to have won a pedes- 
trian match at 107. He believed in “* ex- 
ercise for all ills, three meals a day, 
and no medicine.”’ Jean Frederick Wal- 
deck, an undoubted centenarian, died 
at Paris about 1876, aged 109, and the 
female soldier, Phoebe Hessel, who, 
born in 1713 at Stepney, fought at Ion- 
tenoy, where she was wounded, in 1745, 
reached 108, according to her tomb- 
stone at Brighton. It seems quite like- 
ly that Brown, the Cornish beggar, did 
attain 120, with a life free from care. 
I have a photograph of James Carne, 
who died in Cornwall a few years ago 
at 105. He was England’s oldest parish 
clerk; indeed, he, his father, and grand- 
father had been parish clerks at St. 
Colomb Minor for 150 years, and there 
were only six since 1645.. A Welsh cen- 
tenarian who died a few years ago had 
sung in a church choir for ninety years, 
surely a record! Any one interested in 
the subject of longevity will find a long 
list of centenarians in “ Rutter’s Wor- 
thies’” and ‘Chambers’s Book of 
Days ” among other publications.

GARRISON TO VIEW POSTS. 


War Secretary Plans to Reduce and 
Relocate Army Garrisons. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 10—With the ob- 
ject of formulating a plan to reduce the 
number of army posts, Secretary Garri- 
son will start soon on a tour of inspec- 
tion of the 207 military stations through- 
out the country. In the opinion of Mr. 
Garrison, the posts are situated incon- 
veniently from every standpoint of mili- 
tary efficiency. Mr. Garrison believes 
in concentration. 

One of the great difficulties in the way 
of carrying) out what the Secretary of 
War bas in mind is the opposition of 
Congressmen to the abolition of army 
posts in their States or the number of 
troops at these posts reduced. A story 
became current to-day that Secretary 
Garrison had said that if he could not 
put through his concentration plan he 
would resign; but Mr. Garrison denied 
to-night that he had made any such 
threat.. He said: 

‘* Undoubtedly the people who are ben- 
efited by the -presence of the army at 
different posts will put very strong 
pressure upon their representatives in 
Congress with a view of having all the 
army they can get at every place where 
their presence will benefit the people 
commercially. This undoubtedly will 
result in Congressmen making these 
representations to me and in my having 
to get them to co-operate with me in 
the most intelligent treatment of the 
subject possible. I have not, in this con- 
nection, suggested that Congress and I 
would come to any conflict, or that 1 
would fight the thing out to a finish, or 
that I would, under any circumstances, 
resign.”’

In introducing Secretary Bryan, toast- 
master Ach referred to him as a 
very great man, whose greatness, how- |

Mr. Bryan, who was in a particularly | 
happy vein, in spite of the fact that 
champagne, and not a glassful of his 
beloved grapejuice, was served at the| 
dinner, said in part:

these two republics together.”’ 

Dr. Mueller’s Reply. 

Dr. Miiller, in his reply, said in part: 

**T have just returned from a wonder- 
ful trip through a large part of your 
country, and my mind is still full of 
gratitude for your hospitality. I am 
delighted to be with you as representa- 
tives of the commerce of America. Com- 
merce has always been the great pro- 
moter of relations between nations. 
Our coffee trade has proved the truth of 
this. You purchase most of our coffee} 
in Brazil, which produces 80 per cent. of | 
the world’s crop. Our coffee is imported 
into America free of duty, and although 
We cannot consider it a special favor to | 
us, we willingly agree that indirectly it | 
stimulates the market. 

‘“*As a consequence of this Brazil lets | 
in free of duty American flour. It is| 
reciprocity which fertilizes the flower of 
the world. I have heard complaints of 
the general sale of certain American | 
goods in Brazil, but it is not only in-| 
dustry and manufacturing that entitie} 
a merchant to deal with this problem of | 
commercial exchange. It is necessary, | 
above all, to know how to be a mer- | 
chant; to know how_to make a propa- | 
ganda for goods, and to adapt them to 
the taste, needs, climate, and other con- 


ditions of the people we want as cus- | 


tomers.”’ 

Dr. Miiller concluded by thanking 
President Wilson, Secretary of State 
Bryan, and the people of the United 
States for their reception. He hoped 


that the friendly relations between the | 


countries would be strengthened, 


In attendance at the dinner, in addition | 


to nearly 100 members of the Coffee 
Trade, were Capt. Levert Coleman, 
Lieut.

Dr. Miiller and’ his party arrived in 
New York from Gary, Ind., at 8:15 
o’clock last evening, and at once went 
to the Hotel Knickerbocker. Dr. 
Miiller had,.come from San Francisco 
by way of Los Angeles, Redfields, Cal., 
and Gary, Ind., where he halted to ex- 
amine the steel mills of the United 
States Steel Corporation, which he 
called marvelous. When he was asked 
what in the United States had made 
the deepest impression on him, Dr. 
Miiller answered unhesitatingly: ‘ The 
United States.”’ 

“The American people, as I saw them 
engaged in constant industry, con- 
tinued Dr. Miiller, “proved by their 
work in all fields of endeavor that they 
were worthy of your wonderful coun- 
iry and its resources. Brazil considers 
that the United States is the nation 
with which she should logically trade.’’ 

Dr. Miiller considered the Grand 
Canyon the most marvelous thing he 
saw in his travels.

Mr. Boucicault, while in 
restaurant with a party of friends dur- 
ing the recent heat wave, was stricken 
and removed to the hospital. He stead- 
ily improved, when on Tuesday he suf- 
fered a relapse, entering a state of coma 
in which he remained to the end. 

Mr. Boucicault, who was born in Lon- 
don in 1868, was the son of Dion Bouci- 
cault and Agnes Robertson.

==] FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Prices Improve in Quiet Market 
—Europe Lends Support— 
Government Bonds Rise. 


European operations in this market 
helped to give strength at the opening 
yesterday, and most of the improve- 
ment was kept until the close of trad- 
ing. The volume of the dealings was 
not large, not as large as on the pre- 
ceding day, when prices were receding. 
What cheered the foreign markets most 
was the favorable impression created 
by the report that Bulgaria had sub- 
mitted its case unconditionally to 
Russia, wherein was seen the likeli- 
hood of a very early termination of 
the war which has been under way 
among the former Balkan allies. It 
had been felt that with the great finan- 
cial markets withholding money sup- 
port from the combatants they would 
soon be reduced to impotency. Yester- 
day’s news indicated that this fact was 
coming to be recognized by the bel- 
ligerents themselves. The London mar- 
ket in particular had the additional 
support of a favorable bank statement, 
but that did not serve to lift consols 
from the low record price to which 
they had fallen the previous day. Last 
week’s statement of the Bank of Eng- 
land showed an unusually low per- 
centage of reserve for the date whereas 
yesterday’s statement shows a propor- 
tion of reserve unusually high. This 
was in part due to the fact that the 
bank secured most of this week’s ar- 
rival of new gold, but in a broader way 
it reflected the good results of the thor- 
ough preparations which the European 
markets made during June for the July 
1 requirements. The Bank of France on 
the other hand lost a small amount of 
gold during the week, a fact which has 
its bearing on the renewal this wéek 
of the French demand for gold in this 
market. 

Of home matters those that attracted 
Most attention were the announcement 
that the President would take part in a 
conference to avert the threatened 
strike of the conductors and trainmen 
on the Eastern roads, and the news 
that the currency bill would be changed 
in a way to meet the difficulties which 
had arisen from the proposed with- 
drawal of the circulation privilege from 
United States bonds. What the latter 
indicated apart from its immediate 
bearing on the market for Government 
securities was a disposition on the part 
of the framers of the Currency Dill to 
change the terms of the bill in response 
to well founded criticism of its pro- 
visions. That was accepted as a favor- 
able sign, and as promising still other 
changes for the better in the measure 
which is now before Congress. Govern- 
ment bond prices showed distinct im- 
provement, although it was indicated 
by the action of the market that the 
framers of the bill have not yet gone 
quite far enough to restore the market 
for these issues to its old basis. But 
the need of dealing in a practical way 
with this situation has been recognized, 
and that in itself is ‘a long step forward. 
The 2s sold as high as 99, and at the 
close on the Stock Exchange they were 
not offered under par. 

The afternoon news suggested that 
some difficulties may He ahead of the 
effort of the Administration to bring 
the railroads and their men together in 
respect to the present demands for in- 
creased wages but so accustomed have 
the markets become to eleventh hour 
submission of such demands to some 
form of arbitration that they are little 
inclined to take much concern in the ex- 
change of ultimatums which customarily 
precede that step. The grave import- 
ance of the matter is recognized but 
there exists a feeling of security in the 
belief that the worst will not happen. 
Part moreover of the apparent indif- 
ference with which the Stock Exchange 
regards the matter is the outcome of the 
feeling on the part of some that a re- 
fusal on the part of the railroads to 
grant concessions or to arbitrate would 
put an end for a time to the repeated 
demands for higher wages. Thus the 
matter continued a neutral factor. 

The further large decrease in the un- 
filled orders of the United States Steel 
Corporation reported yesterday must be 
viewed in the light of the very large 
increases which were made in those or- 
ders during the second half of 1912. The 
decline in unfilled orders’ since January 
exactly equals the gain during the pre- 
ceding six months and the Steel Cor- 
poration hed on its books on July 1 as 
much future business as it had a year 
ago. The fortnightly idle car state- 
ment showed that railroad traffic so 
far as it is measured by these statistics 
lost no further ground during the second 
balf of June.

Halt in Gold Exports. 

There were no further engagements 
of gold for export to France yester- 
day, and as metal destined to go out 
Saturday would probably have been 
engaged before 4 o’clock it ‘was taken 
for granted that there would be no 
further shipments.this week. If the 
movement is resumed next week, and 
reaches the volume of the several pre- 
vious movements, it will be necessary 
for the bankers to take gold coin. With 
the loss of $5,000,000 by the steamers 
sailing on Tuesday and Thursday, the 
supply of gold bars on hand at the 
Assay Office has been nearly depleted.

The nearest sup- 
ply of bars is at Denver, and the cost 
of bringing them to this city for ex- 
port purposes is prohibitive.

B. & O. Earned Its Dividend. ; 

The first railroad to report its earn- 
ings for the year ended on June 30 Is 
the Baltimore & Ohio, which estimates 
that it had a surplus after charges of 
$13,201,000 for 1912-1913. Until the dis- 
astrous floods of last March washed 
out a large amount of the B. & O.’s 
track there were indications that the 
company would earn a larger surplus 
than that of 1912. It cost about $3,000,- 
000 to repair the flood damage, which 
left the company with a surplus of 
$740,000 under that of the preceding 
year, despite a goodly gain in gross 
revenues. The Directors declared the 
regular semi-annual dividend of 3 per 
cent. yesterday, and announced after- 
ward that with the full payment of the 
preferred and common dividends the 
company would have a balance of about

Sectional Prosperity. 


No one knows better how hard the 
times are in the stock brokerage busi- 
ness than the man who caters to the 
stock broker’s trade. When Wall Street 
has money it is a wonderful spender, 
seldom asking for prices and never 
quibbling over an advance of a dollar 
or two in the cost of a pair of shoes, 
or a silk shirt. When Wall Street. is 
not doing any business it spends with 
a wry face, and thinks twice before it 
makes an appointment with the tailor. 
Business has been so quiet in late 
months that the head of the firm has 
taken to eating a soda fountain lunch 
on three or four days a week. The 
clerks and office boys are well aware 
of how much money their employer is 
making, or losing, and they appreciate 
that this is a bad Summer in which to 
look for an advance in wages. There 
is hardly a shop below Fulton Streat 
which is not making a special appeal 
for trade now by offering bargains, 
‘‘due to the lateness of the’season,”’ or 
“in accordance with our semi-annual 
custom.” The truth is that a large part 
of the men who spend their days in the 
financial district are not making as 
much money as they consider necessary 
to meet their living expenses, and the 
district merchant is made well aware 
of the fact.

Snuff’s Decline Really a Gain. 

The wide margin between bid and 
asked quotations for American Snuff 
yesterday—146 and 160—wasg looked upon 
as a reflection of value of the stock div- 
idend recently paid holders of the 
shares. The dividend consisted of 11,000 
shares of American Tobacco preferred 
and 5,000 shares of American Cigar pre- 
ferred, which the Snuff Company heid 
in its treasury. As there are outstand- 
ing 111,000 shares of Snuff common the 
distribution was in proportion of one- 
tenth of a share of Tobacco preferred 
and about one-twenty-fifth of a share 
of Cigar preferred to each share of 
Snuff stock. The distribution of stock 
was worth about $18 in cash to each 
holder of American Snuff at the market 
value of the shares when the dividend 
was paid on July 1. The declaration of 
this dividend was apparently overlooked 
by recorders of stock market transac- 
tions on Wednesday, when a sale of 
American Snuff occurred at 150. The 
last previous sale was at 170. Subse- 
quent to this transaction, on June 13, a 
cash dividend of $3 a share was paid. 
Counting in the cash disbursemert, but 
leaving out the stock dividend, it seemed 
as though the stock had suffered a de- 
cline of 17 points between the two trans- 
actions. The fact of the matter was 
that a gain of approximately a point 
occurred on Wednesday’s sale, for the 
$18 stock dividend stood against the 17- 
point recession,

Steel Orders Equal to a Year Ago. 


In point of advance orders on its books 
the Steel Corporation stood on June 30 
just where it did a year before, the dif- 
ference in tonnage being exactly 29 tons 
in favor of the record of June, 1912. The 
figures made public yesterday showed 
that the flow of incoming business was 
not heavy in the month, but was still 
somewhat greater than in May. Ship- 
ments of finished products exceeded for- 
ward contracts to the extent of approxi- 
mately 20,700 tons a day in comparison 
with about 24,000 tons daily in May. 
From calculations based upon the rate 
of deliveries, as reported in the steel 
trade, incoming orders were figured to 
average about 23,300 tons a day in June 
against 21,000 tons each day of May.

Prices Rise on Improved Balkan 
Outlook—Americans Are 
Higher in London. 


Special Cable to THE NEw YORK TIMES. 

LONDON, Friday, July 11.—The 
Times says in its City article to-day: 

“With a moderate demand for and 
a sufficient supply of money yester- 
day, rates were about the same as on 
Wednesday. Discount quotations had 
a firm tendency, which was strength- 
ened by the Bank return. There was 
an increase of £352,000 in reserve, 
which was less than expected. 

“The Bank received nearly £200,000 
bar gold. Continental exchanges 
moved slightly in favor of London. 

“The Stock Exchange opened with 
a good deal of hesitation and a de- 
cided weakness was apparent in some 
departments. Canadian Pacific, sev- 
eral foreign railway stocks, and some 
other issues were depressed during 
the morning, Paris being again a 
seller. The absence of the confirma- 
tion of the rumor of an armistice in 
the Balkan war, which cheered* the 
House on Wednesday, was regarded 
as disappointing. In the afternoon, 
however, the tone improved rapidly. 
Paris ceased selling and began to 


send buying orders on a report, which | J q 


is believed in well-informed quarters, 
that Bulgaria had asked for the in- 
tervention of the powers. 

“ Paris, it would appear, has been 
carrying out the same painful process 
of reducing its excessive commitments 
of weak speculators which London en- 
gaged upon a month ago. Whatever 
may have been the cause of the rally 
in the afternoon, it was substantial, 
and left prices much above the low 
level touched in the morning, and in 
many cases higher than the close on 
Wednesday. Consols, however, were 
finally a shade lower. 

“ Foreign railway stocks, especially 
Brazilian, left off with considerable 
falls. Canadian Pacific closed much 
higher on the balance for the day. 
Most American shares advanced.”

DECLINE IN STEEL ORDERS. 


Forward Business a Little Lower 
Than Expected at End of June. 


Unfilled orders on the books of the 
United States Steel Corporation de- 
creased in June 517,000 tons, a figure 
that was slightly greater than was 
looked for in trade circles.

The corporation’s advance business 
has been declining steadily by months 
since Dec. 31, 1912.

In the month new orders 
were figured at the rate of about 24,000 
tons a day, while shipments were esti- 
mated at nearly 44,000 tons daily. <A 
further decline of unfilled business is 
looked for at the close of July. 


HILL ROAD NOTES SOLD. 


$10,000,000 Northern Pacific 6 Per 
Cent. Issue Quickly Taken. 


An issue of $10,000,000 one-year 6 per 
cent. notes of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way, which was taken by the First 
National Bank, was quickly sub- 
scribed for yesterday, when offered by 
that institution with the National City 
and J. P. Morgan & Co. The 
notes were sold at 99%, to yield about 

4 per cent. 

The proceeds will be applied by the 
railway to pay in part for a large 
amount of equipment to be delivered 
this Fall. Some of the money will be 
applied to construction work on the 
Point Defiance line. In the past the 
Northern Pacific has raised its capital 
through the sale of Treasury securities, 
but the present absence of buyers for 
bonds decided the company to resort! 
to short-term notes, in the belief that |

LIABLE FOR LOSSES 


Appellate Division Sustains an 
Investor’s $50,000 Action 
Against H. Kirke White. 








BLOW AT DUMMY SYSTEM 





Held Plaintiff Had a Right to Ex- 
pect the Prudence Men Generally 
Exercise in Their Own Affairs. 





The legal principle that a Director of 
@ corporation may be held liable for 
damages resulting from the neglect of 
his duties was established yesterday by 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court in its decision on the $50,000 suit 
of William H. Childs against H. Kirke 
White, a Director of White, Van Glahn 
& Co. The suit had been dismissed 
in the Supreme Court and Chélds ap- 
pealed to have a new trial, which was 
granted. 

The case was unusual among negli- 
gence actions and peculiar also among 
corporation actions. Its result was re- 
garded yesterday by Phillips & Avery, 
attorneys for Mr. Childs, as a blow at 
the system of dummy Directors, so- 
called. The opinion tn the case by Jus- 
tice Hotchkiss, concurrea in by Presid- 
ing Justice Ingraham and Justices Scott 
and Laughlin, says: 

“In October, 1910, Childs purchased 
from the domestic corporation of White, 
Van Glahn & Co., $50.000 worth of its 
preferred stock at par. In May, 1911, 
the company was adjudged a bankrupt. 
By this action, Childs seeks to recover 
his loss from White, who he alleges 
Was continuously a Director of the com- 
any from its organization in Decem- 

er, 1908, until its failure. In brief, the 
negligence alleged in the complaint, 
evidence tending to prove which was 
given in Childs’s behalf at the trial was 
that White, knowing the company to 
be insolvent at its inception, became a 
Director to facilitate the sale of the 
company's preferred stock by giving 
the company the benefit of his name 
and his reputation for wealth and busi- 
ness success; that White was negligent 
‘in the performance of his duties as Di- 
rector and permitted one Van Glahn to 
manage all of the company’s affairs, 
including the, sale of the stock, which 
sale was accomplished by false circu- 
lars, false reports to one or more com- 
mercial agencies, the payment of un- 
earned dividends, false oral statements 
made by Van Glahn personally and by 
other deceitful means, of some of which 
acts White had actual knowledge and 
as to others he had notice of facts 
which should have put him on inquiry, 
and that as to all, if White had con- 
ducted himself with reasonable prodence 
and had he not practically abdicated 
all and failed to perform any of his 
duties as a Director he would have 
known the circumstances under which 
the stock was being sold, and Childs 
would not have been led into the in- 
vestment and loss of his money. 

‘““White argues that such an action 
will not lie, that there is no ‘ privity’ 
between Childs, a_ stockholder, and 
White, a Director. Of privity in a strict 
sense of course there is none. Nor Is 
any necessary. But two elements are 
ordinarily necessary to sustain an ac- 
tion for negligence—a violation of duty 
owing by one to another or to the pub- 
lic, followed by such injury as is the 

natural consequence of the negligent 
act, or which might reasonably have 
been anticipated to result therefrom. 

“The Directors of corporations owe a 
certain measure of duty not only to ex- 
isting stockholders, but as well to those 
from whom the corporation may solicit 

subscriptions for its stock or securities, 
and that they are in that behalf bound 
to use some degree of both diligence anu 
care in the performance of such duties 
as properly pertain to their office and 
are liable for negligence in failing to 
do so, is a proposition too well estabr 
lished to be now open to dispute. What 
is due diligence and care varies with 
the circumstances of each case, and it 
is impossible to formulate precisely gen- 
eral rules which will cover all states of 
fact. But that Directors are bound to 
use a reasonable degree of care in the 
erformance of these acts, which under 
he circumstances prudence would fair- 
ly seem to require them to perform, is

prudence in the trusts committed to 
them—the same degree of care and pro- 
dence that men prompted by self-inter- 
est generally exercise in their own af- 
fairs. .When one voluntarily takes the 
position of trustee or director of a cor- 
poration, good faith, exact justice and 
public policy unite in requiring of him 
such a degree of care and present: and 
it would be a gross breach of duty not 
to bestow them.’ ’”’ 


GENERAL CROPS BACKWARD. 


‘Drought and Early Frost Affect 
Average Growth Up to July 1. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—Drought and 
early frost in certain parts of the coun- 
| try brought the average condition of 
| crops in the United States on July 1 
|} down to nearly 1 per cent. lower than 
| on the same date last year and to 1.7 
| per cent. lower than the average crop 
condition on July 1 for some years past, 
ten years in most cases. 

Conditions are below the average, the 
Department of Agriculture announced 
to-day, in the Atlantic Coast and North 
Central States, except Virginia, Flor- 
ida, Ohio, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Ne- 
braska. They are above average in the 
South, Central, and Far Western States, 
except Kentucky, Alabama, Montana, 
Utah, and California. 

The lowest conditions are found in 
California, where on July 1 the crops 
were 15.7 per cent. below average. North 
Dakota’s crops are 14.7 per cent. below; 
New Hampshire's 13.6 per cent., and 
South Dakota’s 11.1 per cent. Wyom- 
ing is the highest above average with 
9.3 per cent., followed by Nebraska, 7.7; 
Texas, 6; Washington, 5.5; Oregon, 5.2, 
and Iowa, 5.1 per cent. 

Corn shows the most flourishing cor 
dition, standing at 103.5, or 3.5 per cent. 
above its yearly average. Other crops 
show the following averages.

DEMAND THEIR REFUNDS. 


Pulp and Paper Importers in New 
Controversy with the Government. 


Several hundred importers of wood 
pulp and print paper at New York and 
other ports, who recently won their 
contention for the free entry of these 
products under a decision of the United 
States Court of Customs Appeals, are 
indignant over the action of the Treas- 
ury Department in failing to make the 
refunds of duty called for by the court’s 
decision. More than $3,090,000 is in- 
volved in duties held by the court to 
have been collected illegally from im- 
porters. Of this sum, one-half is due 
customs attorneys who prosecuted the 
cases on a contingent fee basis. 

Attorneys representing some of the 
largest importers returned yesterday 
from Washington, where they conferred 
with William G. McAdoo, Secretary of 
the Treasury, and his assistant, James 
F. Curtis. It was learned that the 








Treasury officials will defer paying out 


the refunds, pending efforts to secure a 
new trial of the issue. As the law stands, 
the decision of the Customs Court is 
final, but it is understood that the Sec- 
retary is desirous of having Congress 
enact a special measure which would 
permit the Government’s taking an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. An alternative plan proposed 
by the Department is the amendment 
of the administrative section of the 
pending tariff bill in such a manner 
that both importers and the Govern- 
ment would have the right of appeal 
to the Supreme Court from decisions 
of the Customs Court. 

Importers and their attorneys were 


a unit yesterday in insisting that the 
Government's delay in settling the re- 
funds was high-handed, and without the 
slightest warrant under the tariff law 
as it stands.

In defining ‘‘ waste,"’ the board held 
that it was material not susceptible for 
ordinary purposes of manufacture, It 
was not presupposed to be absolutely 
worthless. 

The board found that machinery for 
making cigarettes did not fall under the 
provision in the present law for smokers’ 
articles. The Collector had levied duty 
as such at 60 per cent. ad valorem. A. 
J. Dale, the importer, established the 
machinery to be dutiable at 45 per cent. 
under Paragraph 199 as manufactures 
of metal. 


Idie Freight Cars Decrease Slowly. 
On June 30 there was a net surplus of 


63,704 idle freight cars on the railways 
of this country and Canada, according to 
the latest bulletin of the American Rail- 
way Association. This is a decrease of 
only 223 ears from the surplus as repurt- 
ed two weeks earlier. A year ago at 
this time the surplus was 64,024 cars.

The court decided that the Brooklyn 
firm was the right ice cream cone 
patent owner and granted an injunction 
restraining the improper use of the lat- 
ter’s patent by any one and particularly 
the Jersey firm.

The manufacture of ice cream 
cones runs into the millions each month. 
The factories run night and day and 
more are being built.

‘QUEENS PRESIDENT 
BEFORE GRAND JURY 


Connolly Demands Hearing in 
Relation to Charge of $150 
Bribe Paid by Builder. 


WARM TILT WITH SMITH 


Borough Head Says He Never Saw 
Check, Which Is Now Miss- 
Ing—Waives Immunity.

Borough President Maurice E. Con- 
nolly of Queens appeared at the Long 
Ysland City Court House yesterday 
morning and demanded to be permitted 
to testify in a John Doe inquiry before 
the Grand Jury. The inquiry concerns 
a charge that in 1911 a contracting firm, 
which was building a hotel in Flushing 
for Willis Booker, had paid a check for 
$150 to Queens County officials to put 
an end to interference with work on the 
hotel. It had been held up for failure 
to comply with building laws. 

This is the second’time in two weeks 
that President Connolly has interested 
himself in John Doe inquiries before a 
@ueens Grand ‘Jury. The first inquiry 
had to do with the $50,000 damage suit 
brought against President Connolly by 
his brother-in-law, Aloysius G. Halle- 
van, for alieniation of the affections of 
Mrs: Halleran. Mr. Connolly charges 
that the cases have been taken up by 
District Attorney Smith for the purpose 
of injuring him politically. Back of Dis- 
trict Attorney Smith, according to Mr. 
Connolly, is Joseph Cassidy, former 
Democratic leader in Queens, who is ac- 
cused of inspiring these attacks in order 
to further his own ambition to supplant 
President Connolly as the standard 
bearer of the Democrats of Queens. 

Before the session of the Grand Jury 

esterday District Attorney Smith and 
President Connolly met in the corridors 
of the Court House. They stood look- 
ing at each other for a moment. 

“Well,” asked Mr. Connolly, 
you seen all you want to?” 

“T’ll look all I want without any inter- 
ference from you,’ replied Mr. Smith, 
‘‘and before the day is over, I may see 
something to your detriment.” 

“Go as far as you like,’ returned the 
Borough President. 


Connolly Waives Immunity. 
Mr. 


“have 


Connolly verbally waived im- 
munity when he appeared before the 
Grand Jury. His appearance raised a 
controversy, and before any testimony 
was taken from him the Grand Jurors 
took a vote on the question of per- 
mitting him to be a witness. The ma- 
jority were in favor of hearing him, 
but at the insistence of Mr. Smith Mr. 
Connolly was not questioned till a writ- 
ten waiver of immunity had been ex- 
ecuted and filed with the County Clerk. 

Mr. Connolly was before the Grand 
Jury for more than an hour. In an 
interview later, he said: 

“In 1911, shortly after I had takén of- 
fice, my brother-in-law, Aloysius G. Hal- 
leran, told me that the Bureau of Build- 
ings was making vexatious exactions 
from a certain builder, and later he sent 
Sigmund Fox, who was building Book- 
er’s new hotel, to see me. After hearing 
his complaint, I saw Supt. Simmons of 
the Bureau of Buildings, and “was in- 
formed that Fox was stopped in his 
work because he was not complying with 
his specifications. Fox then wantetd to 
change his specifications, but Supt. Sim- 


mons would not permit it. 

“Fox produced a letter from C. W. 
Copp, a Flushing lumber merchant, say- 
ing that he was using proper material in 
building the hotel. I referred the matter 
te Consulting Engineer L. C. L. Smith, 
who went over the building, removing 
the material which did not meet with 
his approval, and then Fox was per- 
mitted to amend his specifications. 


Check of $150 Passed.

“You can’t get men to work here for 
what they can in some cities abroad.’
